Following  the  practice  which  we  started  some  years  ago 
we  propose  to  reserve  space  in  the  forthcoming  issue  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1923,  for  the  registra- 
tion of  formulas  for  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies."  Under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812,  such 
medicines,  when  sold  by  chemists,  are  exempt  from 
medicine-stamp  duty  so  long  as  the  formulas  are  con- 
tained in  recognised  works  of  reference  and  proprietary 
rights  are  not  claimed.  A  clear  indication  must  be  given, 
on  the  label  of  the  medicine,  of  the  published  formula  as 
evidence  that  the  medicine  is  of  the  kind  to  which  the 
exemption  refers.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  was 
the  first  book  of  reference  recognised  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  after  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  the  Diary,  being  published  periodically,  affords  an 
exceptional  opportunity  for  chemists  to  add  any  fresh 
formulas  for  medicines  coming  within  the  definition  of 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies."  Chemists 
who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  this  arrangement  should 
forward  true  copies  of  the  formulas  with  the  titles  and 
directions  for  use  so  that  we  can  include  these  in  the 
Diary.  We  shall  attach  the  correct  reference  numbers  to 
the  formulas  when  they  are  published.  The  formulas, 
which  must  be  written  on  one  side  of  the  paper  only, 
should  be  sent  not  later  than  October  14,  addressed  to  the 
Editor,  C.  3c  D.,  42  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.  4.

League  of  Nations 

At  the  discussion  on  the  opium  traffic  at  the  meeting 
of  the  League  of  Nations  at  Geneva  on  September  19 
there  were,  according  to  a  report  in  the  "  Daily 
Telegraph,"  one  or  two  refreshing  speeches.  The 
Maharaja  of  Nawanagar,  for  instance,  said  the  ordinaiy 
Western  citizen  believed  that  every  Indian  grows  opium 
and  every  Chinaman  smokes  it.  He  begged  people  to 
believe  that  in  certain  Eastern  countries,  including  India., 
there  is  a  legitimate  and  general  use  of  opium.  It  is 
employed  as  home-made  medicine,  just  as  herbs  and 
simples  were  used  by  country  folk  in  Western  nations. 
It  is  important  to  recognise  that  India  suffered  a  loss 
of  forty  millions  of  revenue  owing  to  State  restrictions 
on  the  production  of  opium,  and  the  loss  to  producers 
was  three  times  that;  but  India  is  proud  to  make  a 
sacrifice  in  a  good  cause.  India  produced  and  consumed 
a  large  amount  of  opium,  but  opium  is  the  Indian 
parallel  to  alcohol  in  the  West,  and  Indian  soldiers  re- 
garded a  small  dose  of  the  drug  after  a  long  march 
in  the  same  way  as  European  soldiers  regarded  tea, 
coffee,  or  a  glass  of  wine  or  beer.  But  the  total  con- 
sumption in  India  is  only  two  grams  per  head  of  the 
population,  including  its  use  as  a  medicine  for  cattle. 
The  United  States  consumed  twice  as  much.  He  was 
glad  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  prevent  the  abuse 
of  opium,  but,  however  desirable  it  might  be,  it  is  none 
the  less  difficult,  in  the  course  of  daily  life,  for  every- 
body to  be  philanthropists  all  the  time.  Lieut. -Col. 
John  Ward  denied  the  complicity  of  the  Hong  Kong 
Government  in  the  opium  traffic,  and  said  that  no  week 
passed  without  fines,  confiscation,  and  imprisonment  in 
connection  with  this  trade.  He  then  went  on  to  say  that 
it  is  the  abuse,  not  the  legitimate  use,  of  opium  which 
constitutes  a  danger,  but  if  faddists  are  to  be  believed 
there  is  a  danger  in  the  use  of  most  things.  Beer, 
whisky,  tobacco,  and  even  meat  are  all  dangerous.  "  If," 
continued  Colonel  Ward,  "  we  are  going  to  be  controlled 
by  faddists,  first  in  opium,  then  in  alcohol,  then,  I  sup- 
pose, in  meat,  presently  we  shall  not  know  what  we  dare 
eat  or  drink,  and  the  world  will  be  ruled  by  fanatics.  I 
ask  fanatics  to  cry  a  halt,  and  give  the  reasonable, 
average  man  a  chance." 

The  Delany  Collection 

In  the  Department  of  Prints  and  Drawings  in  the 
British  Museum  there  is  on  view  a  small  selection  of 
the  plant  mosaics  made  by  Mrs.  Delany  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Mary  Delany,  nee  Gran- 
ville, was  born  in  1700.  When  seventy-four  years  cf 
age  she  conceived  the  idea  of  representing  British  and 
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foreign  flowers  by  means  of  coloured  paper  pasted  on  a 
black  ground.  In  Madame  D'Arblay's  "  Diary  "  (ii., 
196)  there  is  a  characteristic  account  of  the  beginning 
of  this  curious  hobby  :  only  four  specimens  were  made, 
apparently,  in  the  first  year,  but  the  artist's  output 
rapidly  increased  until  about  1,000  examples  were  put 
together.  Mrs.  Delany  died  in  1788.  The  British  Museum 
collection  consists  of  ten  books,  all  carefully  indexed 
in  Mrs.  Delany's  own  handwriting.  In  one  volume  several 
specimens  are  wanting,  and  in  the  blank  spaces  the  artist 
explains  that  the  missing  mosaics  were  presented  to  Queen 
Charlotte,  wife  of  King  George  III.  It  appears  that 
specimens  were  supplied  "  from  all  the  great  gardens, 
and  all  the  great  florists  in  the  kingdom."  In  the  petals 
of  some  of  the  flowers  in  the  collection  hundreds  of 
pieces  of  paper  are  used,  the  object  being  to  obtain  an 
accurate  reproduction  of  the  natural  tints.

Inquests 

At  Grimsby,  on  September  19,  Mr.  J.  E.  Barley,  a 
director  of  Boulton  &  Skelton,  Ltd.,  chemists,  committed 
suicide  by  gas  poisoning. 

A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was 
recorded  at  an  inquest,  on  September  20,  on  the  body  of 
Annie  L.  Verrion,  Stepney,  London,  who  died  from  drink- 
i'ng  spirit  of  salt. 

At  Sutton  Coldfield,  on  September  14,  an  inquest  was 
held  on  the  body  of  H.  R.  Fairweather,  M.A.,  senior 
master  at  the  local  Grammar  School  and  principal  of 
the  Sutton  Coldfield  Technical  School,  whose  death  was 
apparently  due  to  cyanide  poisoning.  A  verdict  of 
"  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  returned. 

At  Hailsham,  on  September  13,  a  verdict  of  "  Heart 
failure  from  a  cause  unable  to  ascertain  "  was  recorded 
at  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Limon, 
chemist  and  druggist  (see  p.  433).  Deceased,  wffo  had 
complained  of  pains  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  opera- 
tion he  had  recently  undergone,  suddenly  collapsed,  and 
expired  before  medical  aid  could  be  procured. 

At  Hackney,  London,  N.,  on  September  14,  a  verdict 
of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  returned  on 
the  body  of  a  cap  manufacturer  named  Garrod  (64),  whose 
death  was  due  to  chloroform  poisoning.  In  reply  to  the 
coroner's  inquiry  regarding  the  quantity  of  chloroform  a 
person  can  swallow  compared  with  the  amount  he  can 
inhale,  Dr.  S.  Lang,  house  physician  at  the  German 
Hospital,  referred  to  a  case  in  which  a  man  took  an  ounce 
and  did  hot  die  for  forty-eight  hours. 

At  the  London  Hospital,  cn  September  18,  an  inquiry 
was  held  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of 
-a  young  man  recently  admitted  to  the  institution.  The 
immediate  cause  of  death  was  toxaemia  following  acute 
atrophy  of  the  liver,  which  the  house  surgeon  stated  was 
the  result  of  salvarsan  poisoning.  In  reply  to  the 
coroner's  question  as  to  whether  the  injections  had  been 
administered  in  a  proper  manner,  witness  replied  that 
he  did  not  think  a  chemist  would  attempt  such  injec- 
tions, as  he  would  make  a  mess  of  it.  The  inquest  was 
adjourned  in  order  to  find  out  if  possible  whether  the 
injections  were  performed. 

At  the  resumed  inquest  at  Shoreditch,  on  September 
19,  on  the  body  of  Sarah  Freedman,  who  died  in  the 
Shoreditch  Infirmary  as  the  result  of  food  poisoning,  Dr. 
Victor  Feldman,  acting  medical  officer  at  the  infirmary, 
said  that  a  certain  rat  virus  had  been  found  to  contain 


the  same  poison  as  was  responsible  for  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Freedman.  It  was,  he  thought,  quite  possible  that  the 
chicken  from  which  the  broth  came  had  eaten  some  rat 
poison  containing  that  particular  virus.  The  coroner 
recorded  a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadventure." 

Birmingham 

Among  the  city  councillors  due  to  retire  this  year  are 
Mr.  Jeff  rey  Poole  and  Dr.  Hall-Edwards,  the  well-known 
radiographer. 

Some  excellent  samples  of  honey  and  beeswax  were  on 
view  at  the  Moseley,  King's  Heath  and  Balsall  Heath 
horticultural  show  on  September  16. 

Liverpool 

"  Which  shall  it  be?  "  is  the  alternative  offered  by  a 
central  pharmacy  displaying  tooth-paste  side  by  side  with 
a  set  of  artificial  teeth  ! 

Inclement  weather  has  brought  emulsions  to  the  front, 
and  is  also  responsible  for  the  low  prices  at  which  several 
retailers  are  offering  lemonade  powders. 

A  pleasing  incident  marked  the  recent  illness  of  a  local 
pharmacist.  His  shop  boy  had  just  begun  his  holiday 
in  the  Isle  of  Man  when  he  learned  of  the  sudden  indis- 
position of  his  employer.  The  youth  wired:  "Shall  I 
return  at  once?  Reply  paid."  Loyalty  such  as  this  is 
not  too  common. 

Mr.  Henry  Beet,  in  a  letter  to  the  "  Liverpool  Post," 
September  16,  describes  a  controversy  he  has  had  with 
the  officials  of  a  certain  post  office  regarding  the  in- 
accuracy of-  their  weights  and  scales.  Eventually  the 
official  in  charge  wrote  an  apologetic  note  and  admitted 
that  the  4-oz.  weight  used  in  the  office  was  defective 
by  a  quarter  of  an  ounce.  The  post  office  scales,  though 
not  open  to  inspection  by  the  municipal  officers,  used  to 
be  periodically  examined. 

Manchester 

The  golf  competition  for  the  Woolley  Trophy  took 
place  at  Withington  on  September  13.  After  a  keenly 
contested  game  only  three  points  separated  the  first  five 
competitors,  while  Mr.  J.  A.  Collins  (the  winner  of  the 
trophy  last  year)  tied  with  Mr.  T.  0.

The  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  has  had  the  report  printed, 
and  copies  are  supplied  by  the  Public  Health  Offices,  Bow 
Road,  London,  E.3. 

Babies  in  the  balance. — During  a  competition  held  at 
the  Lambeth  branch  of  the  Prosser  Roberts  Co., 
chemists,  London,  recently,  1,500  babies  were  weighed 
during  the  week.  On  the  closing  date  1,000  weight  cards 
were  returned,  and  the  "  champion  cup  "  was  awarded 
to  an  infant  aged  one  year  and  eight  months,  weighing 
2  st.  5|  lb.  Among  the  wholesalers  who  assisted  by 
presenting  prizes  and  otherwise  supporting  Messrs. 
Prosser  Roberts's  efforts  v>'ere  :  D.  &  W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.  ; 
Ridge's  Food  Co.  ;  J.  Steedman  &  Co. ;  Virol,  Ltd.  ; 
West  Surrey  Central  Dairy  Co.,  Ltd.  ;  and  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.  Dressed  as  a  baby,  a  member 
of  Messrs.  Prosser  Roberts's  staff  paraded  the  streets, 
and  attracted  so  much  attention  that  the  police  threat- 
ened a  summons  for  obstruction. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Sunderland  Police  Court,  on 
September  14,  Fritz  Gerber,  a  German  sailor,  was  fined 
.£20,  or  a  month's  imprisonment,  under  the  Safeguarding 
of  Industries  Act,  for  attempting  to  smuggle  novocaine. 
It  was  stated  that  600  "  bottles  "  of  the  chemical  were 
found  in  defendant's  berth. — At  Lambeth  Police  Court, 
London,  on  September  14,  W.  H.  Brooks  (trading  as 
Brooks'  Drug  Stores),  Peckham,  appeared  on  an  ad- 
journed summons  complaining  that  he  sold  refined  borax 
containing  0.01  per  cent,  of  arsenic  (arsenious  oxide). 
The  prosecutors,  Camberwell  Boro'igh  Council,  were  now 
allowed  to  withdraw  the  summons,  the  magistrate  award- 
ing defendants  £3  3s.  costs. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  September  15,  David  King  was  sentenced  to 
six  months'  imprisonment  for  being  in  possession  of 
cocaine  without  authority. — At  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  September  15,  Noel  Blake  Ducker, 
described  as  a  company  director,  was  charged  with  con- 
spiring with  Philip  Walley  Ducker  (not  in  custody)  on 
various  dates  between  January,  1914,  and  July,  1921,  to 
cheat  and  defraud  the  King  of  large  sums  of  money  due 
and  which  might  become  due  in  respect  of  income-tax 
and  excess  profits  duty,  arising  from  the  profits  of  the 
business  carried  on  by  Inecto,  Ltd.,  hair-dye  manufac- 
turers. Defendant's  arrest  was  effected  at  Croydon 
aerodrome  just  before  the  departure  of  a  passenger 
aeroplane  for  Paris.  Mr.  D.  C.  R.  Stuart,  who  appeared 
for  the  Inland  Revenue,  said  that  Inecto,  Ltd.,  had  a 
business  in  London,  and  also,  he  believed,  in  America. 
By  means  of  manipulating  invoices  and  orders  from 
America  to  England  and  vice  versa,  the  defendants  had 
been  able  to  practise  for  a  considerable  time  large  frauds 
on  the  Inland  Revenue,  the  total  amounting  to  about 
£26,000.  Defendant  was  remanded. — At  Wakefield  Police 
Court,  on  September  15,  Annie  R.  Dean,  herbalist,  was 
fined  £2  and  £1  16s.  costs  for  selling  camphorated  oil 
which  contained  only  between  5  and  6  per  cent,  of 
camphor. — At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  September  18,  A.  Iassonides,  a  Greek  subject,  was 
remanded  on  a  charge  of  being  in  possession  of  cocaine 
without  authority.  A  police  officer  stated  that  he  found 
at  defendant's  premises  several  packets  of  cocaine,  a 
hypodermic  syringe  in  a  case,  a  packet  of  salts,  four 
bottles  of  aspirin,  and  one  bottle  of  quinine. — At  West- 
minster Police  Court,  London,  on  the  same  date,  L. 
Iassonides  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour, 
fined  £200,  and  recommended  for  deportation  on  a 
similar  charge.  It  was  stated  that  at  prisoner's  address 
a  phial  containing  about  an  ounce  of  cocaine  was  found 
hidden  in  the  chimney,  and  a  pair  of  scales,  some  boric 
acid,  and  another  bottle  containing  about  two  ounces  of 
cocaine  were  also  discovered. — At  Old  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  September  19,  a  fine  of  £2.000,  or  six  months, 
was  imposed  on  M.  Walvisch  on  charges  of  conveying 


70  lb.  and  harbouring  47  lb.  of  uncustomed  saccharin. 
N.  L.  Scaliaris,  convicted  of  dealing  with  200  lb.  of  un- 
customed saccharin,  was  fined  £2,500,  or  six  months. 
The  case  of  J.-  Walvisch  was  adjourned  (see  below). — 
At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  Septem- 
ber 20,  Conrad  Regensburg  was  remanded  on  a  charge 
of  being  in  possession  of  cocaine  without  authority, 
and  also  with  offering  to  supply  cocaine  to 
an  unauthorised  person. — At  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  the  same  date,  Hk^o  Payson, 
an  American  seaman,  was  remanded  on  a  charge 
of  being  in  possession  of  cocaine  without  authority. 
According  to  medical  evidence,  there  were  indications 
that  accused  was  a  chronic  drug-taker. — At  Old  Street 
Police  Court,  on  the  same  date,  J.  Walvisch,  alleged  to 
have  been  concerned  in  conveying  and  harbouring  un- 
customed saccharin,  was  discharged. 


Irish  News 

Annual  Council  Election 

The  annual  'election  of  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  will  take  place  on 
October  2.  The  retiring  members  of  the  Council  are 
Messrs.  D.  M.  Watson,  R.  F.  McCartney,  John  Smith, 
R.  Blair  (Vice-President.) ,  C.  E.  Digges,  A.  J.  Barnes 
(President),  and  A.  H.  Oliphant.  Mr.  Digges  is  not  offer- 
ing himself  for  re-election,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  the 
remaining  six  going  to  the  poll  include  both  the  President 
and  Vice-President.  Dr.  Barnes  has  the  unique  distinction 
of  having  not  missed  a  single  Council  meeting  during  his 
three  years  of  office,  and  it  is  understood  that  this  record 
has  never  been  previously  achieved  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  Several  new  candidates  are  said  to  be  preparing 
for  the  contest,  and  it  is  fairly  certain  that  they  will  in- 
clude an  Associate  Druggist  from  the  South,  as  the  repre- 
sentation of  this  section  of  the  trade  on  the  Council  at 
present  is  vested  in  two  Associates,  both  of  whom  are  from 
Belfast.

The  tender  of  T.  W.  Reynolds,  Ltd.,  Dungannon,  co. 
Tyrone,  for  medicines  and  dressings  to  the  County  Sana- 
torium and  the  six  tuberculosis  dispensaries  has  again 
been  accepted  by  the.  tuberculosis  committee  of  the  Tyrone 
County  Council. 

Belfast 

Lieut. -Colonel  H.  R.  Haslett  (J.  &  J.  Haslett,  Ltd.), 
wholesale  druggists,  North  Street,  Belfast,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  command  a  battalion  of  the  West  Belfast 
Brigade  of  the  Royal  Ulster  Special  Constabulary. 
Lieut. -Colonel  Haslett  served  during  the  war  with  the 
9th  Battalion  Royal  Ulster  Rifles,  being  dangerously 
wounded. 

The  only  retiring  North  of  Ireland  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at  the 
forthcoming  election  is  Mr.  R.  F.  McCartney,  Ph.C, 
Coleraine,  who  recently  was  co-opted  in  room  of  Mr. 
James  Tate,  Ph.C,  Belfast.  Mr.  McCartney  intends  to 
seek  re-election,  and  it  is  rumoured  that  a  well-known 
Belfast  pharmacist  will  also  present  himself  for  election 
under  the  auspices  of  one  of  the  local  associations. 

The  Belfast  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  principal  chambers  of  commerce  and  railway 
companies  in  Great  Britain,  in  which  it  is  stated  : 
"  Business  proceeds  in  Belfast  and  Northern  Ireland  as 
formerly,  and  the  financial  stability  of  the  mercantile 
community  remains  intact;  for  instance,  Belfast  Corpora- 
tion stock  stands  above  par ;  Belfast  fine  trade  bills  can 
be  negotiated  at  the  minimum.  The  facts  show  that  there 
is  no  greater  risk  in  carrying  merchandise  from  any 
part  of  Great  Britain  to  Belfast  and  district  than  is 
experienced  by  the  carrying  companies  in  the  daily  con- 
duct of  their  affairs  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain."

Scottish  News 

Brevities 

Mr.  William  Todd,  a  well-known  figure  in  the  chemical 
industry,  who  has  died  very  suddenly,  entered  the  em- 
ployment of  H.  C.  Fairlie  &  Co.,  chemical  manufacturers, 
Falkirk,  as  a  chemist,  ultimately  becoming  works  manager. 

The  honey  harvest  in  Scotland  is  said  to  have  been  a 
complete  failure.  So  far,  there  are  no  reports  of  honey 
crops  coming  into  the  Scottish  Bee-keepers'  Association's 
depots,  and  most  of  the  honey  that  is  being  sold  just 
now  is  foreign.  What  is  known  as  bee  disease  is  still 
prevalent,  but  the  death  of  a  large  number  of  bees  is 
often  attributed  to  the  bee  disease,  although  ■  the  real 
cause  of  death  is  probably  starvation.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  something  like  8,670  bee-keepers  in  Scot- 
land, and  they  have  approximately  30,750  hives. 

An  inquiry  into  the  life  history  and  habits  of  the'* 
Bacillus  botulinus  is  to  be  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health.  One  of  the  three  investigators 
is  Dr.  Tocher,  Aberdeen,  who  has  carried  out  extensive 
research  into  the  so-called  "  grass  disease  "  in  horses, 
which  has  been  most  prevalent  on  the  East  Coast,  and 
particularly  in  Forfarshire,  Aberdeen,  and  Morayshire. 
In  course  of  his  research  Dr.  Tocher,  it  is  stated,  dis- 
covered from  the  spleen  of  several  horse  victims  of  "  grass 
disease  "  an  organism  similar  in  all  respects  to  the 
B.  botulinus,  the  germ  which  produced  the  fatal  toxin 
in  the  Loch  Maree  case.  Meantime,  however,  it  cannot 
be  said  definitely  that  the  identity  of  the  two  microbes  is 
proved.  It  was  the  veterinary  side  of  the  inquiry,  it  is 
stated,  which  led  to  the  preparation  of  the  anti-toxin  for 
botulism,  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  which,  at 
different  centres  throughout  the  country,  are  being  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health. 

Edinburgh 

The  Town  Council  has  agreed  to  an  offer  by  the  North 
British. Rubber  Company  to  supply  rubber  paving  blocks 
for  experiment  free  of  charge. 

A  correspondence  in  the  "  Evening  Dispatch  "  on  the 
subject  of  "  Cures  for  Warts,"  reveals  enthusiasts  whose 
choice  of  medicament  ranges  from  "  the  touch  of  the 
sufferer's  tongue  in  the  morning  "  to  applications  of 
genuine  oil  of  cinnamon. 

The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Golf  Club  held  a  competition 
for  the  Mackay  Trophy  and  club  prizes  over  Longniddry 
course  on  September  13,  with  the  following  result  :  1, 
James  Finlay;  2  and  3  (tie),  R.  D.  Douglas  and  J.' 
Robertson;  special  prize  (second  class),  T.  J.  Moffat. 
The  next  competition  v/ill  be  held  over  Cammo  on  Octo- 
ber 4,  for  the  Pinkerton  Gibson  Trophy. 

Glasgow 

Messrs.  B.  Christie  and  A.  Watt,  representing  Glasgow 
Pharmacy,  have  entered  for  the  Glasgow  "  Times  "  golf 
tourney,  which- will  take  place  over  Western  Gailes  (near 
Brassie)  course  on  September  27  to  30. 

An  interesting  point  has  been  decided  for  the  Glasgow 
Insurance  Committee  by  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health. 
A  panel  doctor  refused  bo  give  a  patient  a  prescription 
for  cod^liver  oil  and  malt,  as  the  disability  of  the 
insured  person  was  due  to  want  of  food,  and  that  cod- 
iiver  oil  and  malt  would  be  thus  given  as  a  food.  The 
Scottish  Board  of  Health  sided  with  the  doctor. 


French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

The  French  parcels  post  service  (which  is  conducted 
by  the  railway  companies  and  not  by  postal  officials  as  in 
England)  does  not  deliver  medicament  parcels  on  Sunday. 
Representations  are  to  be  made  in  the  proper  quarter 
with  a  view  to  having  medicaments  placed  in  the  same 
category  as  "  perishable  "  goods,  which  are  obtainable  at 
the  station  of  delivery. 

M.  Petit,  Nevers,  has  been  elected  president  of  the 
French  (Retail)  Pharmacists'  General  Association.  When 
taking  the  chair,  he  said  he  accepted  the  vote  of  the  meet- 
ing "  as  a  programme,"  this  programme  being — the  foun- 
dation of  the  "  Maison  des  Pharmaciens,"  the  30  per  cent, 
profit  for  retailers  on  proprietaries,  __the  defence  of  phar- 
macists' rights  in  the  questions  of  popular  insurance,  and 
the  proposed  new  Pharmacy  Act. 

Competing  with  pharmacists. — The  fees  formerly 
earned  by  local  pharmacists  for  official  analysis  are,  in 
many  cases,  curtailed  and  even  lost  by  the  constantly 
increasing  numbei  of  official  laboratories  founded.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  number  of  these  institutions 
and  their  cost  in  relation  to  the  quantity  of  work  re- 
quired are  sufficient,  if  made  known,  to  discourage  tax- 
payers from  supporting  the  extension  or  the  foundation 
of  new  institutions. 

The  Municipal  Council  of  Roquebrune  (a  small  place 
in  the  Riviera)  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the 
creation  of  a  diploma  of  pharmaceutical  licentiate 
("  agree  ")  giving  the  right  to  keep  open  shop  in  com- 
munes (parishes)  of  less  than  3,000  inhabitants.  This 
resolution  was  confirmed  by  the  General  Council  of  the 
Var — the  "  County  Council,"  as  we  should  say  in  Eng- 
land. Needless  to  say,  qualified  pharmacists  will  resist 
what  they  consider  an  encroachment  on  their  rights. 

The  General  Association  of  Pharmacists. — The  recent 
annual  meeting  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  price  pro- 
tection (with  penalties  for  infringement  of  agreements) 
for  all  proprietary  medicines ;  30  per  cent,  discount  and 
free  packing  and  carriage  ;  increased  discounts  for  larger 
orders.  At  Tours  last  year  the  resolution  of  30  per  cent, 
was  voted,  but  with  27  per  cent,  as  a  "  transitory  "  mini- 
mum. These  resolutions  are  likely  to  remain  inactive,  as 
the  strong  measures  needed  to  make  them  effective  seem 
hardly  likely  to  be  practical  or  popular  just  at  present. 

Currency  notes. — Certain  French  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce which  have  announced  their  intention  to  withdraw 
from  circulation  the  small  notes  they  issued  during  and 
since  the  war,  have  been  admonished  by  M.  Dior,  Minister 
of  Commerce.  "  The  obligations  of  the  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce to  honour  their  notes,"  he  states,  "  remain  un- 
altered, and  will  remain  unaltered  until  the  Government 
passes  a  special  law  regarding  their  withdrawal.  This 
will  not  be  done,  at  any  rate,  till  the  quantity  of  metallic 
tokens  struck  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  nation's  needs  in 
the  way  of  small  change."  The  general  public  is  thus 
reassured  as  to  the  validity  of  these  notes,  many  of  which, 
by  the  way,  bear  inscriptions  plainly  stating  the  expira- 
tion of  their  validity  years  ago. 

Moderate  pharmacy  charges.— The  document  drawn  up 
by  MM.  Delahaye  and  Furtin,  two  members  of  the  Seine- 
Inferieure  Pharmacists'  Association,  gives  a  lengthy  com- 
parative list  of  the  cost  and  sale  price  of  medicaments 
before  and  since  the  war.  They  conclude  that  while  the 
cost  of  living  has  at  least  trebled  in  France  since  the  war, 
the  Association  tarift  for  medicaments  shows  a  "  co- 
efficient "  (comparative  figures  of  pre-war  prices  being- 
taken  at  100)  of  235  only.  Wholesale  houses'  prices,  how- 
ever, show  a  co-efficient  of  297  per  cent,  on  the  average.  As 
regards  the  cos,:  of  labour  in  dispensing,  the  comparative 
tariff  figures  aie  :

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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

The  price  for  the  use  of  the  weighing  machine  in  the 
pharmacies  of  Vienna  has  been  revised,  and  fixed  at  the 
rate  of  100  cr.  (nominally  £4) . 

Medicinal  Plants  were  included  among  the  goods  exhi- 
bited by  the  Centrosojus  (All-Russian  Association  of 
Co-operative  Societies  in  Moscow)  at  the  Konigsberg 
Fair. 

The  radium  factory  which  is  being  built  at  Campine, 
Belgium,  is  almost  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  first  supply  of  radium  from  minerals  obtained  from 
Katanga  will  be  produced  this  year. 

Unbreakable  Glass. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Prague 
Association  of  Sugar  Technicians  a  demonstration  of  a 
new  kind  of  unbreakable  glass  caused  considerable 
interest.  Flasks  made  of  this  glass,  according  to  a  method 
discovered  by  Kavlier,  were  dropped  from  a  height  of 
three  to  four  yards  without  breaking.  One  of  these 
flasks  was  used  to  hammer  a  nail  into  a  board,  without 
the  flask  being  in  any  way  damaged.  They  were  also 
shown  to  be  able  to  resist  rapid  changes  in  temperature. 
The  difficulty  in  manufacture  lies  in  the  supply  of  the 
proper  kind  of  sand,  which  is  at  present  not  easy  to 
obtain. 

Trading  with  Germany. — The  question  of  trading  with 
Germany  came  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Victoria  recently,  on  a  request  from  the  Queensland 
Society  asking  for  co-operation  in  approaching  the  Minis- 
ter of  Customs  to  eliminate  the  sale  and  use  of  German 
drugs  in  Australia,  perhaps  by  imposing  a  higher  tariff 
on  German  drugs,  and  perhaps  by  approaching  the  local 
branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  to  induce 
members  to  prescribe  Australian  or  British  made  goods. 
The  leading  members  of  the  Victorian  Council  were 
unanimous  in  appreciating  the  sentiments  of  the  Queens- 
land Society,  but  also  in  adopting  another  view.  Mr. 
Cossar  could  not  see  that  anything  pharmacists  could 
do  would  stop  German  drugs  from  coming  to  Australia. 
Mr.  Taylor  said  that  Schering  &  Co.'s  agent  was  already 
in  Australia  booking  orders.  Mr.  Leete  could  not  see 
how  the  Government  could  be  expected  to  discriminate 
between  drug\  and  other  articles  of  commerce.  If  im- 
ports of  goods  from  Germany  were  interdicted  they  would 
arrive  under  Swiss  labels.  It  was  better  to  know  straight 
out  if  they  were  German  goods  or  otherwise.  Mr.  Owen 
moved  that  the  Queensland  Society  be  informed  that 
the  Council  was  in  sympathy  with  the  movement,  and 
would  not  lose  sight  of  it,  but  found  it  difficult  to  see 
how  German-made  goods  were  to  be  prevented  from 
coming  to  Australia. 

Reciprocity  of  certificates. — Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay,  now 
of  Collaroy,  formerly  Brisbane,  was  granted  registration 
under  the  reciprocal  arrangements  between  New  South 
Wales  and  Queensland.  He  presented  a  "  certificate  of 
identity,"  which  led  to  the  remark  by  the  registrar  that 
the  reciprocity  agreement  said  nothing  about  any  certifi- 
cate of  identity,  but  made  provision  for  a  "  certificate 
of  competency,"  to  show  that  the  applicant  had  passed 
the  required  examination.  Both  Victoria  and  Queensland 
called  this  a  "  certificate  of  identity."  "  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  of  Australasia  "  explains  that  by  this  is 
meant  a  certificate  that  the  person  referred  to  in  the 
examination  certificate  is  the  person  who  has  passed  the 
required  examination.  When  Mr.  Nathaniel  Ernest 
Sutton,  now  of  Woollahra,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  of 
Ireland,  applied  for  registration,  it  was  granted  after  a 
long  discussion.  It  was  also  resolved  that  no  certificate 
of  registration  be.  received  by  New  South  Wales  unless 
reciprocity  be  established  with  the  Board  or  Council 
issuing  it,  also  that  a  duplicate  copy  of  reciprocity  agree- 
ment be  forwarded  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  similar  to  that  which  was  in  force  with  England, 
and  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  refused  to 
enter  into  this  agreement  no  further  applications  from 
pharmacists  with  Irish  qualifications  be  entertained. 
"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia  "  explains 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has  no  power 
under  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Acts  to  grant  reciprocity  of 
pharmaceutical  qualifications. 


German  News 

Merck's  fire. — The  "  Times  "  announces  that  a  disas- 
trous fire  broke  out  at  E.  Merck's  factory  at  Darmstadt 
on  September  15.  The  raw  drugs  stores  appear  to  have 
been  mainly  involved,  and  it  is  stated  that  a  large  quan- 
tity of  opium  was  salvaged.  The  nature  of  the  products 
caused  the  fire  to  spread  very  rapidly,  and  the  efforts  of 
the  firemen  were  mainly  directed  to  prevent  the  flames 
spreading  to  adjoining  blocks  of  buildings.  The  adjacent 
buildings  wero  saved.  The  firemen  maintained  a  barrage 
of  water  to  isolate  the  flames,  while  the  factory  workmen 
kept  the  roof  flooded  to  prevent  the  fire  from  being 
spread  by  the  clouds  of  sparks.  The  damage  cannot  at 
present  be  exactly  estimated. 

Wages  in  German  Chemical  Industry.— Statistics  re- 
cently published  show  that  the  hourly  earnings  of  factory 
operatives  in  the  German  chemical  industry  had  increased 
at  the  end  of  1920  to  11^  times  their  1914  figure.  In 
1914  the  working  day  in  Berlin  and  Elberfeld  was  9  hours, 
and  in  Dtisseldorf  and  Breslau  10  hours,  whereas  in  1920 
the  8-hour  day  was  in  operation  in  all  four  towns.  As 
the  result,  weekly  earnings  have  increased  less  than 
hourly  earnings.  An  attempt  to  relate  the  rise  in  monej 
wages  to  the  cost  of  living  has  been  made  in  Berlin. 
The  cost  for  a  family  of  four  at  1914  prices  is  estimated 
to  have  been  28.8m.,  and  at  the  end  of  1920  330m. 
The  corresponding  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  factory 
operatives  were  27m.  (1914)  and  319.2m.  (1920),  and  for 
the  artisans  38.33m.  (1914)  and  340.8m.  (1920).  Thus  at 
both  periods  the  artisans'  earnings  sufficed  to  meet  the 
minimum  expenditure,  but  those  of  the  factory  operatives 
were  inadequate. 

Denaturants  for  alcohol.— The  German  Imperial 
Alcohol  Monopoly  Bureau  has  published  the  conditions 
under  which  pure  alcohol  may  be  denatured  and  supplied 
at  a  reduced  prioe  to  manufacturers  of  perfumes  and 
toilet  articles,  etc.  To  every  100  litres  of  pure  alcohol 
must  be  added  the  following  :  (1)  Diethyl  ester  of  phthalic 
acid,  2  litres  (described  as  a  colourless  or  slightly  yellow 
coloured  liquid,  with  a  faintly  ethereal  odour ;  boiling- 
point,  282  to  2950)  ;  (2)  oil  of  turpentine,  1  litre ;  (3) 
thymol,  500  grams.  Already  manufacturers  of  perfumes 
have  protested  vigorously  against  being  limited  to  the 
use  of  three  highly  unsuitable  compounds.  Turpentine 
oil,  owing  to  its  pronounced  odour,  cannot  be  used  in 
perfumery.  Thymol  is  liable  to  cause  irritation  of  the 
skin;  and  objection  is  raised  to  phthalic  ethyl  ester  on 
the  grounds  that  its  specific  odour  renders  it  useless  for 
the  manufacture  of  higher-class  perfumery.  The  demand 
is  now  made  that  the  alcohol  supplied  at  the  lower  price 
for  perfumery  should  be  permitted,  under  due  control,  to 
be  determined  by  the  addition  of  the  actual  essential 
oils  which  enter  into  the  finished  product. 

Franco-German  potash.— The  potash  negotiations  which 
have  been  conducted  at  The  Hague  during  the  last  few 
weeks  between  Herr  Forthmaim,  director  of  a  German 
potash  syndicate,  and  M.  Louis  Mercier,  president  of 
the  Alsatian  potash  group,  of  St.  Therese,  near  Mulhouse, 
have  been  wrapped  in  mystery.  Some  days  ago  it  was 
announced  that  an  agreement  was  reached  avoiding  com- 
petition between  the  French  and  Germans,  but  this  state- 
ment proved  premature.  No  agreement  has  yet  been  con- 
cluded, and  agreement  will  be  a  very  difficult  matter, 
says  a  prominent  Dutch  member  of  the  German  potash 
syndicate.  "  As  long  as  no  legal  organisation  of  the 
French  potash  works  exists,"  he  said,  "  there  will  be 
no  juridicial  personality  for  the  German  potash  syndi- 
cate to  deal  with.  German  potash  works  have  to'  face 
many  difficulties  in  order  to  keep  things  going.  There- 
fore they  must  keep  prices  low  in  all  countries,  taking 
advantage  of  the  low  rate  of  the  German  mark.  The 
Alsatian  works,  selling  in  France  against  high  prices  and 
being  obliged  to  compete  abroad  •with  the  German  prices, 
aim  at  increasing  the  prices."  So  far  as  Holland  is 
concerned,  the  speaker  thought  that  Holland  would  be 
able  to  continue  during  the  next  few  years  to  get  potash 
very  cheaply.  The  United  States  is  keenly  interested 
in  this  matter,  as  they  are  one  of  the  biggest  consumers 
of  German  potash. 
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Le£al  Reports 

Claim  Against  Solicitor. — In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  September  13,  W.  K.  Newman,  374 
Uxbridge  Road,  described  as  a  druggist,  brought  an 
action  against  G.  H.  Bain,  solicitor,  18  Bride  Lane, 
to  recover  £30,  the  value  of  a  cheque  which  defendant 
was  alleged  to  have  stopped.  Plaintiff  had  had  trans- 
actions with  a  solicitor  named  Torkington,  who  gave 
him  a  charge  of  £50  on  his  sister,  Miss  Torkington. 
Bain  was  stated  to  have  collected  the  money  from  Miss 
Torkington  and  to  have  paid  plaintiff  two  cheques,  one 
for  £10  and  the  other  for  £30.  Payment  of  the  latter 
was  stopped  by  Bain.  Judgment  was  given  for  the  plain- 
tiff by  consent  for  £30  and .  costs. 

A  Question  of  Discount. — In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  September  14,  before  Judge  Jackson, 
the  Sheppy  Glue  and  Chemical  Works,  Ltd.,  34  Mark 
Lane,  claimed  £10  19s.  against  Mr.  E.  E.  Masters,  farmer, 
Woolwich  Green,  Canterbury,  for  bone  and  meat  meal 
supplied.  Defendant  paid  £6  7s.  into  Court  as  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  plaintiffs'  claim.  George  Walker,  plaintiffs' 
assistant  secretary,  stated  that  the  sale  of  the  goods  was 
effected  by  correspondence  between  their  representatives 
and  the  defendant.  An  invoice  was  sent,  showing  that 
if  defendant  wanted  credit  he  would  have  to  pay  30s. 
per  ton  more.  Defendant  would  get  that  sum  off  the 
account  if  he  paid  within  a  month.  In  April  defendant 
paid  a  sum  on  account  and  then  sent  a  smaller  cheque 
in  full  settlement,  which  precluded  them  from  paying  it 
into  the  bank.  Defendant  said  plaintiffs  had  charged 
him  £6  more  for.  the  four  tons  because  he  did  not  pay 
cash  in  a  month.  Judge  Jackson  said  that  the  defendant 
had  done  everything  that  an  honourable  man  should  do, 
but  he  had  got  the  wrong  side  of  the  law.  There  had 
been  a  mistake.  The  case  should  be  compromised.  He 
thought  the  best  settlement  was  to  strike  out'  the  case, 
defendant  not  to  have  any  costs.  Plaintiffs  would  have 
the  £6  6s.  in  Court. 

Spongy  Iron  Filters. — In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of  London 
Court,  on  September  14,  a  claim  was  made  by  William 
Cory  &  Son,  Ltd.,  52  Mark  Lane,  E.C.,  against  the 
Spongy  Iron  Filter  Co.,  Ltd.,  137-139  Haverstock  Hill, 
for  £10  18s.  4d.  for  work  and  labour  done  in  crushing 
a  quantity  of  spongy  iron  warehoused  by  them,  which 
had  been  done  upon  the  instructions  of  the  defendants. 
Counsel  for  plaintiffs  said  the  material  was  of  a  crumbly 
nature,  and  the  defendant  company  used  it  to  put  into 
filters  to  purify  water.  In  March,  1920,  defendants 
asked  them  to  store  a  certain  quantity  of  the  material, 
and  they  received  from  a  railway  truck  2  ton  7  cwt. 
2  qr.  Plaintiffs  stored  the  material  for  two  years,  and 
in  February  of  the  present  year  they  received  instructions 
to  crush  the  spongy  iron,  which  they  did,  the  produce 
being  39  cwt.  The  charge  for  this,  together  with  rent 
to  Lady  Day,  made  up  the  amount  of  the  present  claim. 
The  defendants  did  not  pay  the  account,  but  eventually 
set  up  a  counter-claim  for  £20  for  the  loss  of  spongy 
iron.  For  the  defendants,  Mr.  Samuel  Hill,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  company,  gave  evidence,  and  sale!  when  the 
plaintiffs  informed  them  that  the  spongy  iron  they  had 
on  hand  was  crushed  they  gave  instructions  for  it  to 
be  sent  to  "  Hill,  Hampstead  Heath  Station."  Plaintiffs 
declined  to  sent  it  without  first  receiving  a  cheque,  and 
then  they  (defendants)  discovered  there  was  a  shortage, 
and  required  to  know  what  had  become  of  it,  and  de- 
clined to  accept  it  until  they  knew.  There  was  8  cwt. 
short,  and  the  value  he  put  upon  it  was  2s.  6d.  per 
cwt.  .The  material  was  invented  forty-five  years  ago  by 
a  professor,  and  the  formula  had  been  lost.  They  had 
sold  a  consignment  of  the  material  to  the  Sheetbridge 
Iron  Co.,  thinking  they  had  a  larger  quantity  in  hand 
with  the  plaintiffs  than  they  really  had.  The  Registrar, 
in  giving  his  decision,  said  it  was  obvious  that  there 
must  be  a  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  amount  of 
their  claim.  There  had  been  a  shortage  in  the  material 
of  more  than  a  usual  quantity,  which  plaintiffs  were 
somewhat  at  a  loss  to  explain.  With  regard  to  the  value 
put  upon  the  material,  he  fixed  it  at  45s.  per  ton,  and 
allowed  the  defendants  £1  on  their  counter-claim,  with 
whatever  costs  that  amount  carried.

B.  &  B.  corn  cure  ;  and  a  series  of  socks  to  be  worn  inside 
the  boot  or  shoe  ;  "  Thermopede  "  capsicum  socks,  "  Bull 
Dog  "  boracic  socks,  and  "  Speedwell  "  anti-rheumatic 
socks.   A  good  seller  also  is  Overton's  Foot  Balm. 

Amami,  Ltd.,  are  showing  a  range  of  toilet  articles 
which  are  attractive  both  to  the  eye  and  to  the  nose.  A 
special  feature  is  a  new  lavender  sachet  made  of  satin. 
Shampoos,  perfumes,  soaps,  face  creams,  bath  salts  and 
crystals,  shaving  sticks,  brilliantines,  hair  stimulants, 
cachous,  tooth  pastes,  and  manicure  sets  are  effectively 
displayed.  A  new  line  is  a  compressed  powder  in  gilt 
case  with  puff  and  glass,  and  this  is  made  in  all  tints. 

Ayrton,  Saunders  &•  Co.,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  large  stall, 
which  is  filled  with  goods  in  great  variety.  Never  before 
—the  stall-manager  told  us — has  this  company  participated 
in  an  exhibition  of  this  sort,  but  they  are  doing  so  now 
in  no  half-hearted  fashion.  First  of  all  there  is  a  display 
of  drugs  and  galenicals.  Then  came  sundries  of  all  kinds, 
including  surgical  sundries.  Packed  goods  of  all  sorts, 
of  the  "own  name  "  sort,  especially  tablets,  call  next  for 
attention  Emulsions  of  cod-liver  oil  and  petroleum  figure 
prominently,  and  it  if  to  be  remarked  that  the  finish  of 
these  is  distinctly  good.

A 
new  line  is  "  Olivene,"  which  is  a  malt  extract  with  olive 
oil,  for  those  who  cannot  take  cod-liver  oil.  This  is 
attractively  packed  and  labelled.

The  famous 
Potter  &  Moore's  lavender  water — the  oldest  in  England — ■ 
and  the  lavender  soap  are  also^shown.  On  a  second  stand 
the  company  displays  a  considerable  number  of  synthetic 
perfumes  and  flavouring  agents  and  intermediate  com- 
pounds— essences  of  vanilla,  strawberry,  almonds  and 
lemon ;  vanillin,  terpiniol,  ionone,  salicylates,  chloroform, 
spasmodin,  etc. 

A.  F.  Corbett  &  Co.  specialise  in  shop-fitting  for  phar- 
macists. Show-cases  of  all  kinds,  perfume  stands,  tooth- 
brush stands,  and  window  stands  are  being  shown.

C.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.,  are  showing  Zam  Buk,  Peps,  Ven 
Yusa,  Bile  Beans,  Kernac,  etc.  Zambuk  soap  is  now 
reduced  in  price  (retail)  from  Is.  3d,  to  Is.  ;  Ven  Yusa 
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soap  from  8d.  to  6d.  Veil  Yusa  is  now  made  both  scented 
and  unscented,  and  there  is  now  on  the  market  a  Ven 
lYusa  shampoo. 

Genatosan,  Ltd.,  are  showing  the  lines  which  have 
become  household  words  Formamint  and  Sanatogen, 
while  Genasprin  and  Cystopurin  are  as  well  known  to 
chemists  as  the  former  are  to  the  public.

Face  powder,  e.g.,  is 
priced  by  them  at  4s.  ah.d  6s.  6d.  per  dozen.  They  claim 
to  be  the  only  house  packing  a  shaving  stick  in  a  nickel 
case  at  8s.  per  dozen.  A  speciality  is  a  book  of  soap 
leaves  retailing  at  4^d.  and  costing  2s.

Fassett  &  Johnson,  Ltd.,  have  a  distinctive  setting  for 
advertising  diamond  dyes.  This  takes  the  form  of  a 
fountain  playing  r  within  an  illuminated  enclosure 
lined  with  material  of  varied  hues,  which  give  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  the  large  range  of  colours  obtainable  in  this 
series. 

Mansell  Hunt  &  Catty,  Ltd.,  give  prominence  to 
Christmas  crackers  in  practically  every  conceivable  colour 
and  shape.

the  firm,  who  will  return  it  with  the  appropriate  dye  free 
of  all  charges.    Tony  Dyes  dye  with  hot  water,  and  tint 


with  cold.  A  large  London  store  and  several  chemists 
have  had  successful  demonstrations  recently.  The  re- 
tailers' profit  is  considered  a  good  one.

\      Syr.  Ferri  Phosph.  Co. 

i  By  Wm.  A.  Knight,  Ph.C. 

This  popular  domestic  remedy  is  a  constant  source  of 
trouble  owing  to  its  liability  to  deposit,  and  is  often 
objected  to  on  account  of  its  styptic  and  acid  taste. 
Hydrochloric  acid  is  much  used  in  commercial  syrups 
as  a  means  of  keeping  the  phosphate  in  solution  with  a 
lessened  acidity,  but  it  does  not  eliminate  the  inky  taste. 
The  preparation  of  the  solution  of  phosphate  of  iron  from 
metallic  iron  is  somewhat  unpleasant  in  the  absence  of  a 
fume-cupboard,  and  can  be  avoided  by  a  preparation  such 
as  the  ferri  phosph.  solubilis  of  the  U.S. P.  The  addition 
of  citric  acid  and  glycerin  greatly  reduces  the  styptic 
taste,  completely  prevents  precipitation,  and  develops 
from  cochineal  a  rich  fruity  colour  much  more  attractive 
than  that  from  cudbear,  which  has  been  advocated  as  a 
more  suitable  colouring  agent  :  — 

The  formula  suggested  is  : 

Ferri  et  ammon.  cit    20.0  grams. 

Acid,  citric  40.0  grams. 

Acid.  phos.  cone  40.0  c.c. 

Calc.  carb.  praecip  14.0  grams. 

Amm.  carb   ...    14.0  grams. 

Pot.  bicarb   1.0  grams. 

Sod.  bicarb   1.0  grams. 

Aq.  fl.  aur.  trip  50.0  c.c. 

Glycerin   200.0  c.c. 

Cocc.  cact   3.5  grams. 

Sacch.  alb.  gran   560.0  grams. 

Aq.  ad.  ...   1000.0  c.c. 

Dissolve  the  iron  and  ammonium  citrate  in  200  c.c.  of  warm 
water,  add  the  citric  acid  and  the  phosphoric  acid,  and  warm 
till  nearly  colourless.  Add  the  calcium  carbonate,  ammonium 
carbonate,  potassium  bicarbonate,  and  the  sodium  bicar- 
bonate. When  dissolved,  add  the  glycerin,  orange  flower 
water,  and  enough  water  to  make  650  c.c. 

Powder  the  cochineal  with  twice  its  bulk  of  sugar,  plug 
a  percolator  with  a  little  washed  tow,  put  in  a  little  sugar, 
then  the  cochineal,  then  the  remainder  of  the  sugar,  and 
pour  over  it  the  650  c.c.  of  solution.  Allow  to  stand  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  then  percolate. 

For  preparing  syrups  by  percolation,  I  find  the  three-- 
quart  glass  wound  irrigators  very  convenient.  They  are 
supplied  by  surgical  instrument  houses,  such  as  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.,  with  a  strong  metal  frame,  which  can 
be  hung  on  the  wall  out  of  the  way,  and  they  also  stand 
firmly  on  the  tfble.  A  piece  of  bent  glass  tubing  should 
be  attached  to  the  end  of  the  rubber  tubing  and  hung  on 
the  edge  of  the  irrigator  to  stop  the  flow  during  macera- 
tion and  on  the  edge  of  the  receiver  during  the  perco- 
lation.

Royal  Photographic  Society 

The  Royal  Photographic  Society  is  holding  its  annual 
exhibition  at  35  Russell  Square,  London,  W.C  1.  In 
his  address  at  the  opening  ceremony  Mr.  Solomon  J. 
Solomon,  R.A.,  referred  to  the  artistic  side  of  photography 
and  to  the  need  of  knowledge  of  the  main  elements  of  Art, 
composition,  line,  balance  and  mass,  and  spoke  highly 
of  the  achievements  of  the  leading  photographic  workers 
of  to-day.  A  visit  to  the  exhibition  proves  that  there 
have  been  great  advances  made  in  these  directions.  The 
landscape  and  portrait  work  is  distinctly  good  and  the 
choice  of  subjects  varied.  Mention  may  be  made  of 
No.  81,  "  A  Sussex  By-road,"  by  A.  C.  Banfield,  in 
which  the  simplest  elements  have  been  utilised  to  produce 
a  satisfactory  picture.  No.  73,  a  view  at  Arrens,  gives 
an  excellent  effect  of  sunlight,  and  No.  38,  "  Guildford," 
is  a  good  example  of  street  architecture.  In  some  of 
the  landscapes  the  clouds  are  excellent,  and  show  the 
great  influence  which  the  sky  has  in  producing  good 
pictures.  Studies  of  children  are  very  happy,  and  No.  4 
is  a  really  beautiful  portrait.  "  Leo,"  No.  199,  is  by 
Mr.  P.  N.  Turner,  manager  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Goodall's  Roe- 
hampton  Pharmacy.  Natural  history  subjects  have 
a  section  to  themselves.  This  branch  of  the  craft 
affords  great  scope  which  has  been  fully  utilised,  the 
subjects  ranging  from  flower  studies  to  snapshots  of  wild 
animals  in  their  natural  haunts.  There  is  an  enlargement 
of  a  "  snap  "  of  a  bull  elephant  taken  at  a  range  of 
only  eight  yards.  A  set  of  prints  showing  the  variations 
in  the  plumage  of  the  Arctic  skua  has  been  awarded  a 
medal.  In  the  colour  section  there  are  prints  in  colour 
and  a  full  range  of  transparencies  by  the  Autochrome  and 
Paget  processes,  all  of  which  are  of  interest.  In  the 
landscape  and  still-life  subjects  this  method  gives  better 
results  than  in  subjects  requiring  the  correct  rendering 
of  flesh  tones  and  colour.  As  a  means  of  scientific  record 
the  method  would  appear  of  great  value,  as  may  be  seen 
in  one  showing  an  anatomical  dissection,  and  in  some 
pictures  of  crystalline  formations.  There  is  a  very  fine 
collection  of  lantern  slides,  including  thirty  illustrating 
the  factors  governing  colour  (No.  686),  which  are  worth 
studying  by  those  who  are  interested  in  this  popular 
branch  of  the  art. 

In  the  exhibits  showing  the  technical  application  of 
photography  are  prints  illustrating  the  drying  of  gelatin, 
astronomical  and  cloud  photographs,  photomicrographs, 
radiographs,  fruit  attacked  by  insects,  use  of  colour 
screens  in  aerial  photography,  and  an  interesting  example 
of  the  detection  of  forgery  in  a  Russian  passport  suspected 
of  having  been  tampered  with.  The  exhibition  is  free 
to  the  public  from  11  a.m.,  and  remains  open  till  Octo- 
ber 28.  A  series  of  lectures  will  be  given  during  the 
exhibition,  commencing  at  8  p.m.,  on  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

Your  Issue  of  Last  Week 

contains,  I  must  confess,  a  good 
deal  that  is,  as  the  phrase  goes,  above  my  head,  and 
I  dare  not  presume  into  those  high  places  of  science  in 
which  the  readers  of  papers  at  the  British  Association 
meetings  move  with  apparent  ease.  Dr.  Aston's  paper 
on  atoms,  for  instance,  is  rather  bewildering  to  a  mere 
layman  :  it  is  impossible  even  to  conceive  the  forces  that 
may  be  latent  in  matter  constituted,  as  it  is  now  said 
to  be,  and  one  can  only  note  with  a  sigh  of  relief  the 
assurance  with  which  Dr.  Aston  concludes,  that  the 
worst  conceivable  catastrophe  when  these  forces  are 
released  is  practically  negligible.  Or,  rather,  one  notes 
another  thing — namely,  that  these  brilliant  scientists  are 
usually  gifted  with  great  imaginative  powers,  and  that, 
probably,  their  discoveries  are  largely  due  to  this  fact. 
They  are  poets  with  "the  accomplishment  of  verse"; 
what  Keats  says  of  the  poet  is  equally  true  of  them  : 
they  dream,  and  awake  to  find,  like  Adam,  that  the  dream 
is  true. 

Training  in  Research  Work 

is  evidently  beset  with  difficul- 
ties, some  of  which  were  well  set  forth  by  Dr.  Irvine. 
I  am  glad  he  emphasised  the  necessity  of  "  disinterested 
research  "  before  technical  research  is  attempted.  Science 
is  in  this  respect,  once  again,  very  much  like  art  : 
"  liberal  applications  "  lie  within  it,  and  to  "  hook  it 
to  some  useful  end  "  is  often  to  "  cramp  its  use."  He 
knows  nothing  rightly  who  does  not  follow  knowledge 
for  its  own  sake.  The  other  point  of  warning  upon 
which  Dr.  Irvine  insisted,  though  perhaps  less  important, 
is  one  that  should  not  be  overlooked.  The  "  exceptional 
man  "  in  science,  for  whom,  as  £or  all  exceptional  men, 
we  "  have  to  wait  upon  the  will  of  heaven,"  if  employed 
as  a  teacher  or  director  of  others,  may,  and  probably 
will,  lose  the  energy  and  leisure  without  which  he  cannot 
use  his  peculiar  gift  in  original  research.  Such  men  ought 
to  receive  a  special  endowment  freeing  them  from  the 
necessity  of  engaging  in  class-work,  that  they  may  without 
personal  loss  give  us  the  full  benefit  of  their  exceptional 
powers. 

The  Scientific  Atmosphere 

of  the  week  invaded  not  only 
your  editorial  columns  but  your  correspondence  as  well. 
Your  leader  on  the  enigma  of  the  mind  deserves  more 
study  than  I  have  as  yet  beou  able  to  give  it,  and 
this  may  be  true,  too,  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Cofman-Nicoresti's 
letter,  but  I  confess  that  the  latter  seems  to  me  at  first 
reading  a  little  supererogatory.  We  are  told,  in  a  some- 
what cryptic  sentence,  that  when  the  knowledge  of  the 
elements  that  compose  light  is  completely  mastered,  "  The 
field  of  synthetic  chemistry  will  be  completed  by  our 
adding  light  and  heat  to  the  forces  of  science ;  and 
illuminate  the  whole  of  the  plant  and  animal  physiology." 
(Something  seems  to  have  dropped  out  of  the  second 
clause.)  Surely  it  is  too  late  in  the  day  to  speak  like 
this?  The  science  of  the  book  Genesis  recognises  light 
as  the  first  of  the  forces  of  Nature,  and  it  would  be  a 
curious  treatise  on  chemistry  that  did  not  deal  with  both 
light  and  heat.  Is  your  correspondent  personally  respon- 
sible for  the  unnecessary,  and  I  venture  to  add  irregular, 
neologism  "  elibcrated  "  ? 

"  Ucal  " 

has  evidently  caused  some  disaffection  in  its  ranks 
by  "  sacrificing  the  principle  "  upon  which  it  was  founded, 
and  a  somewhat  acrimonious  discussion  is  going  on  in 
"  The  Script  "  between  those  who  criticise  and  those  who 
favour  the  new  departure.  It  is  hardly  in  accordance 
with  the  tone  of  the  speakers  at  the  annual  dinner  in 
March  last  to  hear  that  "  nothing  will  save  Ucal  from 
going  under  "  but  a  drastic  reduction  of  the  "  abnormal 
overhead  charges,"  and  one  must  hope  that  the  writer 
who  gives  this  as  his  opinion  speaks  a  good  deal  more 


strongly  than  the  occasion  warrants.  Mr.  James  Lees, 
indeed,  retorts  that  he  does  not  know  what  he  is  talking 
about,  and  it  seems  plain  that  his  views  are  jaundiced. 
It  "should  be  quite  possible  to  prevent  the  cutting  of 
Ucal  specialities,  even  though  they  are  supplied  through 
wholesale  houses  to  anybody  who  wants  them  :  if  not,  what 
is  the  use  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  ? 
At  the  same  time  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  feeling 
of  those  who  regard  the  change  of  policy  as  a  lapse 
from  principle.  The  question,  "Will  it  pay?  "  is  one 
that  only  time  can  answer,  but  one  thing  is  pretty 
certain — namely,  that  disaffection  now  the  change  has 
been  decided  upon  will  not  help  matters. 

The  Association 

successful  as  in  many  respects  it  Iras  been, 
has  not  fulfilled  the  dream  of  Mr.  Moreton  Parry,  from 
whose  scheme  for  a  Union  of  British  Pharmacists  it 
may  be  said  to  have  sprung.  Most  of  the  prophecies  in 
which  Mr.  Parry  indulged  in  his  address  in  the  Horticul- 
tural Hall  on  May  11,  1909,  when  laying  his  scheme 
before  the  two  dozen  or  so  of  chemists  who  were  got 
together  to  hear  him,  have  been  falsified  by  the  event, 
and  the  outcome  of  his  proposal  for  a  new  Union  that 
should  include  all  existing  groups  of  associations  has 
fallen  far  short  of  that  ideal.  It  was  on  the  following 
day,  when  sixteen  pharmacists  assembled  at  the  same 
place,  that  the  resolution  to  form  the  United  Chemists' 
Association,  Ltd.,  was  actually  passed,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Pentney,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parry.  The  objects  aimed 
at  were  of  a  purely  business  character,  defence  against 
*the  encroachments  of  grocers,  competition  with  other 
chemists' -  companies,  co-operative  societies  and  the  like, 
and  the  putting  up  for  members  of  a  large  series  of 
proprietary  articles  saleable  by  them  alone.  Ucal  may 
fairly  claim  to  have  carried  out  this  more  modest  pro- 
gramme, and  has  deserved  so  well  of  the  trade  that 
there  will  be  a  general  desire  for  its  continuance,  so  far 
as  is  possible  on  the  old  lines.  I  can,  as  I  have  said, 
sympathise  with  those  members  who  regret  to  see  the 
old  lines  in  part  abandoned. 

Among  the  Labels 

mentioned  in  your  notes  on  opening  a 
pharmacy  are  several  that  I  never  saw  in  my  early  days 
in  the  trade,  and  others  that  I  should  be  surprised  to 
meet  with  now.  The  most  noticeable  of  the  former  is 
Glauber's  salts.  This  article  we  used  to  call  cattle 
salts,  and  I  ,do  not  remember  to  have  heard  it  asked 
for  under  any  other  name  down  to  the  end  of  last 
century.  It  was  almost  never  used  as  a  domestic  medi- 
cine, Epsom  salt  having  almost  superseded  it.  This 
is  the  more  remarkable  because  Glauber's  salt  is  much 
less  offensive  to  the  taste  and  milder,  though  equally 
efficacious  in  action.  First  introduced  as  sal  mirabile 
Glauberi,  it  was  extolled  by  Quincy  as  "  vastly  a  better 
Medicine  than  that  common  Cheat  before  taken  notice  of 
under  the  Name  of  Epsom  Salt."  The  first  official  name 
of  the  latter  was  sal  catharticus  amarus ;  Glauber's  salt 
in  1788  received  the  name  of  natron  vitriolatum,  after- 
wards changed  to  soda  sulphas.  For  some  reason  it 
was  omitted  from  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  of  1864. 
Lane  unaccountably  describes  it  as  "  extremely  bitter," 
and  it  certainly  fell  out  of  favour  for  many  years,  though 
now  restored  to  its  old  popularity.  One  of  the  recom- 
mended labels  I  should  have  thought  to  be  now  unneces- 
sary is  cochia  pills.  Is  pil.  cochiae  still  in  such  demand 
anywhere  ? 

Boric  Acid 

I  am  surprised  to  find  that  some  pharmacists 
make  no  distinction  between  ung.  acid,  boric,  and  ung. 
boracis.  They  ought,  of  course,  never  to  be  confused. 
I  suppose  the  confusion,  where  it  exists,  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  ung.  acid,  boric  is,  or  used  to  be,  (sometimes 
prescribed  as  ung.  acid,  boracic.  Ung.  boracis,  though 
not  official,  is  still  in  use  for  a  specific  purpose.  Both 
these  ointments  are  priced  in  the  C.  £  D.  price  list, 
though  in  some,  or  at  least  one,  current  list  only  the 
official  preparation  appears.

Some  Departmental  Reports 

Beports  recently  issued  by  Government  departments  con- 
tain' many  interesting  items,  to  which  we  propose  to 
refer  briefly.  The  report  of  the  Committee  for  Scientific 
and  Industrial    Research  for  the  year    1921-2    is  the 
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Seventh  annual  report  of  this  Committee,  the  establish- 
ment of  which  during  the  war  was  due  to  the  disclosure 
of  the  lamentable  backwardness  in  scientific  research  of 
this  country.  The  report  has  a  good  deal  to  say  regard- 
ing the  demands  made  upon  the  Department  for  economies 
in  view  of  the  serious  condition  of  the  national  resources, 
but  the  reduction  demanded  from  this  Department  is 
not  large,  comparatively  speaking.  The  million-pound 
fund  with  which  the  Department  was  entrusted  is  within 

measurable  distance  of  exhaustion,  and  the 
Scientific  Department  has  fears  regarding  further 
research      grants.    The  Advisory  Council,  among  other 

things,  summarise  the  results  of  the 
researches  undertaken  by  associations  or  indi- 
vidual workers  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department, 
prefacing  these  by  a  general  statement  of  the  problem. 
The  public  are  reminded  that  gradually  increasing  finan- 
cial means  should  be  provided,  "  that  it  may  develop 
without  undue  haste,  but  with  steady  progress,  the 
organisation  of  our  national  resources  for  scientific  and 
industrial  research  in  so  far  as  these  call  for  Government 
assistance  in  the  national  interest."  The  report  continues  : 

The  problem  before  the  country,  as  we  see  it,  is  to  pro- 
vide a  means  which  will -enable  its  population  of  nearly 
50,000,000  to  live  and  prosper.  It  is  well  recognised  that  for 
four-fifths  of  their  food  and  for  a  great  part  of  the  necessary 
raw  and  semi-manufactured  materials  for  industry  the 
people  of  these  islands  are  dependent  on  supplies  from  over- 
seas. These  supplies  can  only  be  obtained  if  this  country 
is  able  to  carry  on  its  exporting  industries  in  future  with 
greater  efficiency  than  the  rest  of  the  world,  for  it  is  doubtful 
whether  we  can  compete,  either  by  lowering  wages  beyond 
the  limits  of  our  competitors,  or  by  securing  a  much  greater 
human  effort  than  they.  If  these  two  avenues  are  closed, 
competition,  in  the  end,  is  confined  to  greater  efficiency 
resulting  from  scientific  work,  for,  in  the  long  run,  our  out- 
standing business  skill  and  organisation  could  not  make  good 
a  deficiency  of  production  or  an  obvious  inferiority  in  our 
goods.  We  consider  that  scientific  and  industrial  research, 
along  the  lines  which  we  have  laid  down  and  on  which  we 
have  been  building  during  the  past  seven  years,  is  an  essen- 
tial factor  in  the  national  effort  on  which  the  continued 
maintenance  of  our  present  population  unquestionably  de- 
pends. It  must  be  remembered  that  in  spite,  indeed,  to  a 
large  extent  because,  of  the  great  scientific  and  industrial 
developments  of  the  last  hundred  years,  this  country  is  not, 
as  it  was  at  the  close  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  the  principal 
coal-winning  nation  with  the  industrial  world  at  its,  feet. 
To-day  the  principal  sources  of  power  are  to  be  found 
beyond  our  boundaries.  The  recent  vast  developments  of 
water  power  and  of  liquid  fuel  have  taken  place  in  other 
lands,  and  other  industrial  countries  are  larger  producers 
of  coal  than  we.  The  problem  of  recovery  is  to-day  far 
more  difficult  than  it  was  in  1820.  The  utmost  use  must  be 
made  of  the  natural  resources  we  possess,  and,  at  each  stage 
through  which  our  raw  materials  pass  in  their  evolution  from 
the  natural  state  to  the  most  highly  finished  product,  the 
utmost  efficiency  of  the  machinery  employed  and  the  human 
skill  applied  must  be  secured  if  we  are  to  succeed.  The 
fullest  utilisation  of  the  discoveries  and  methods  of  science, 
through  close  association  with  industrial  effort,  alone  can 
ensure  the  achievement  of  this  end. 

Among  the  examples  of  successful  researches  made  by 
means  of  grants  are  several  improvements  in  the  rotary 
kilns  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  Portland  cement. 
The  British  Scientific  Instrument  Research  Association 
has  produced  a  number  of  results  which  have  proved  of 
use  to  the  firms  subscribing  to  its  support.  One  instance 
is  quoted  in  connection  with  its  researches  on  abrasives 
and  polishing  powders.  Two  products  have  been  pre- 
pared, a  polishing  powder  known  as  "  Sira  "  rouge  and 


an  abrasive  known  as  "  Sira  "  abrasive.  They  have 
both  been  manufactured  on  a  large  scale,  and  have  been 
thoroughly  tried  under  industrial  conditions  in  the  work- 
shops of  several  members  of  the  Association.  The 
"  Sira  "  abrasive  is  also  under  large  scale  trial  in  other 
industries  where  preliminary  investigation  has  shown  that 
it  promises  to  have  applications  of  economic  benefit.  The 
"  Sira  "  rouge  has  been  found  to  be  superior  in  the 
following  respects  to  pre-existing  rouges  and  polishing 
powders  for  the  polishing  of  high-grade  lenses  and 
prisms.  It  requires  less  time  for  comparable  polishing, 
owing  to  its  purity  and  uniformity  it  is  less  liable  to 
cause  sleeks,  and  it  gives  a  finer  finish.  For  the  pro- 
duction of  the  highest  class  of  work  it  is  now,  and  for 
two  years  has  been,  used  exclusively  by  several  members 
of  the  Association.  The  "  Sira  "  abrasive  has  been  even 
more  successful  in  the  economic  results  of  its  industrial 
applications.  It  is  used  for  grinding  to  a  fine  grey,  in 
preparation  for  the  final  polishing,  the  rough  surfaces  of 
lenses,  prisms  and  other  optical  elements.  The  ordinary 
procedure,  in  which  emery  was  used,  involved  the  grad- 
ing of  the  emery  into  four  or  five  grades  of  increasing 
fineness,  successive  machine  grinding  with  three  or  four 
of  these  grades,  each  grade  having  to  be  wiped  off  before 
the  application  of  the  next,  and  a  final  smoothing  by 
hand  with  the  finest  grade.  With  the  new  abrasive, 
there  is  no  need  for  grading ;  hand  work  is  eliminated ; 
the  number  of  machine  grindings  is  reduced  to  three  or 
two ;  and  the  whole  time  of  grinding  is  only  one-third 
of  that  required  by  the  previous  processes.  Moreover, 
it  is  found  that  when  surfaces  are  ground  with  the 
"  Sira  "  abrasive  they  can  be  polished  in  a  time  which 
is  not  more,  and  on  the  average  is  less,  than  two-thirds 
of  the  time  required  to  polish  surfaces  ground  in  the 
usual  way.  The  gain  has  enabled  many  polishing  opera- 
tions to  be  brought  within  the  compass  of  the  day's 
work  which  previously  required  overtime  work  for  their 
completion,  or,  if  they  had  to  be  left  over  for  the  next 
day  involved  waste  and  loss,  due  to  the  fact  that  in 
such  circumstances  the  surfaces  lose  truth  and  have  to 
be  reground  before  the  polishing  can  be  resumed.  Another 
interesting  example  is  furnished  from  the  Food  Investiga- 
tion Board  where  three  cargoes  of  apples  from  Australia 
which  had  suffered  loss  by  what  is  technically  described 
as  "  brown-heart,"  amounting  in  one  case  to  between 
£30,000  and  £50,000.  Research  by  the  Board  into  the 
life  history  of  the  apple  after  gathering  enabled  it  to 
prove,  directly  the  atmosphere  in  the  holds  of  the  vessels 
had  been  tested,  that  the  apples  had  been  "  suffocated  " 
by  the  carbonic-acid  gas  they  had  themselves  produced 
during  the  voyage.  Yet  a  previous  report  upon  this 
mysterious  "  disease,"  made  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
Board's  investigations,  attributed  the  damage  entirely  to 
insect  injury  in  the  orchards.^  The  Board  was  enabled 
to  prescribe  a  suitable  treatment  of  future  cargoes  of 
apples  which  would  make  a  recurrence  of  "  brown-heart  " 
impossible.  We  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Chemistry 
Co-ordinating  Research  Board  that  an  investigation  into 
methods  for  the  production  of  formaldehyde  in  this 
country  is  likely  to  have  practical  results,  a  semi-tech- 
nical plant  being  in  process  of  erection  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  possibility  of  full-scale  manufacture  of 
formaldehyde  by  a  method  of  partial  oxidation  of  hydro- 
carbons. Researches  on  the  production  of  high-grade 
zinc  sulphide  for  luminous  paints  have  developed  a 
method  by  which  zinc  sulphide  can  be  produced  with  a 
luminosity  in  the  presence  of  radium  considerably  greater 
than  that  of  the  best  British  product  so  far  tested  at 
the  National .  Physical  Laboratory,  and  also  superior  to 
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the  best  foreign  product.  The  Oxygen  Research  Com- 
mittee have  conducted  an  investigation  into  the  possi- 
bility of  replacing  charcoal  by  non-inflammable  sub- 
stances as  an  adsorbent  in  the  vacuous  space  of  liquid- 
air  containers.  Silica  promises  to  be  a  suitable  substitute 
for  charcoal.  A  form  of  vaporiser  has  been  produced 
suitable  for  the  administration  of  oxygen  in  hospitals, 
and  has  been  favourably  commented  on  by  medical 
authorities.  The  use  of  alloy  steels  for  the  manufacture 
of  cylinders  for  compressed  gases  is  being  investigated 
by  the  Gas  Cylinders  Research  Committee.  A  suggestion 
is  made  by  the  Adhesives  Research  Committee  that  the 
oil-free  residue  from  castor  beans  might  possibly  be 
utilised  for  the  manufacture  of  hard  tiles  and  distem- 
psrs.  The  Fuel  Research  Association  has  been  investi- 
gating the  production  of  alcohol  for  power  purposes  from 
the  Jerusalem  artichoke,  which  grows  readily  in  this 
country.  The  stalks  are  found  to  be  readily  convertible 
into  cellulose  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  nitrocellu- 
lose and  paper  pulp.  A  fuel  containing  molasses  alcohol 
-is  now  being  produced  on  a  small  scale  in  this  country. 
As  "  power  alcohol  "  must  conform  to  the  Excise  regula- 
tions by  being  mixed  with  not  less  than  25  per  cent, 
by  volume  of  petrol  or  similar  substances,  experiments 
have  been  made  by  the  Board  as  to  obtaining  a  homo- 
geneous mixture.  It  was  found  that  not  more  than 
40  per  cent,  of  petrol  could  be  used  within  reasonable 
limits  of  temperature.  It  is  mentioned  that  in  Germany 
tetrahydronaphthalene  or  "  Tetralin  "  is  being  added  to 
petrol  or  benzol  to  produce  a  satisfactory  fuel  for  in- 
ternal combustion  engines.  The  Building  Research  Com- 
mittee ftave  conducted  an  investigation  regarding  the  use 
of  titanium  dioxide  as  a  substitute  for  white  lead  and 
"  Dekalin,"  a  naphthalene  derivative,  was  investigated 
with  a  view  of  using  it  in  place  of  turpentine  as  a  paint 
thinner.  A  description  is  given  of  the  new  low  tempera- 
ture station  at  Cambridge.  Mention  is  made  of  a  bacillus 
causing  the  condition  in  fish  known  as  "  pink,"  which 
has  the  unusual  property  of  growing  only  in  strong  solu- 
tions of  salt.  Hydrogen  peroxide  for  the  removal  of 
foxed  markings  on  engravings  and  the  use  of  cellulose 
acetate  for  protecting  metals  from  corrosion  are  items  of 
research  undertaken  by  Dr.  Scott  at  the  British  Museum. 
Reference  is  also  made  to  Dr.  Judd  Lewis's  report  to 
the  Society  of  Dyers  and  Colourists  dealing  with  the 
fluorescence  of  cellulose  when  exposed  to  an  ultra-violet 
spectrum  in  which  a  new  method  of  recording  the 
fluorescence  is  described. 

The  report  of  the  Government  chemist  for  the  year 
ending  March  31  has  been  issued  this  week,  and  shows 
that  the  total  number  of  samples  examined  during  the 
period  was  302,562,  against  308,675  in  the  previous  year. 
The  most  notable  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Department 
during  the  year  has  been  in  connection  with 
Govern-  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  3,000 
L^borviory  samP^es  naving  been  received  in  the  six 
months  from  October  to  March.  The  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act  and  the  Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation) 
Act  have  also  imposed  considerable  additional  work  on 
the  Department.  The  Customs  and  Excise  officeis  sent 
eighty-seven  samples  of  articles  suspected  to  contain 
"  dangerous  "  drugs,  and  of  these  fourteen  were  found 
to  contravene  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  analyses 
of  440  imported  colours  was  undertaken  in  connection 
with  the  Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act.  The  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act  samples  were  examined  to 
ascertain  (a)  whether  the  chemical  substance  was  such 
as  to  come  within  the  class  of  those  liable  to  tax,  or 
(b)  whether  in  the  case  of  substances  bearing  trade  names 


without  indication  of  their  ingredients,  such  as  medicinal 
preparations,  toilet  articles  and  perfumes,  the  imported 
article  contained  any  substance  liable  to  tax,  and  if  so 
in  what  proportion.       For  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
•examinations  have  been  made  of  sheep  dips  to  ascertain 
whether  the  dips  made  from  submitted  formulas  would 
contain  sufficient  amounts  of  ingredients  effective  in  sheep 
scab.    Of  158  samples,  fifty-three  were  reported  as  defec- 
tive.    A  feeding-stuff  examined  was  found  to  contain 
70  per  cent,  of  ground  vegetable  ivory,  and  another,  an 
oat  feed,  contained  53  per  cent,  of  gypsum.  Seventy 
samples  were  received  of  blue  vitriol  supplied  for  horti- 
cultural and  wheat-dressing    purposes    throughout  the 
country.    Sixty-four  of  the  samples  were  sold  under  the 
descriptions  "  blue  vitriol,"    "  blue-stone,"  or  "  copper 
sulphate,"  and  of  these  fifty-five  contained  more  than 
98  per  cent,  of  crystallised  copper  sulphate,  while  seven 
were  almost  up  to  this  standard.     Two  of  the  samples, 
however,  consisted  of  mixtures  of  copper  sulphate  and 
ferrous  sulphate  containing  approximately  50  per  cent, 
of  copper  sulphate.    In  connection  with  the  examination 
of  chocolate  for  fats  other  than  cocoa  butter  mention  is 
made  of  the  scarcity  of  the  last-named  fat  and  the  use 
of  substitutes  for  it.     The  Laboratory  has  been  able  to 
devise  a  satisfactory  process  for  the  detection  of  sub- 
stitute fats.    The  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  were  responsible 
for  the  examination  of  seventy-six  samples  of  medicines 
or  articles  offered  for  sale  as  medicines  in  regard  to  their 
liability  to  medicine  stamp  duty.     Nearly  two  thousand 
applications  for  rebate  on  alcohol  used  in  medicinal  pre- 
parations and  for  the  use  of  methylated  and  duty-free 
spirit  in  manufacture  and  research  were  submitted  to  the 
Laboratory  for  the  purpose    of  ascertaining    from  the 
chemical  point  of  view  whether  the  particular  indulgence 
should  be  granted.     Claims  for  drawback  on  exported 
spirituous  preparations  called  for  the  examination  of 
13.247  samples  of  medicinal  spirits,  tinctures,  perfumes, 
hair  washes,  dentifrices,  liniments,  extracts  and  infusions. 
Methyl  alcohol  was  absent  in  all  the  samples  tested  foi 
it.     Denatured  spirits,  if  imported,' are  chargeable  witl 
duty,  but   wood   spirit    (methyl  alcohol)  is  not  dutiable 
unless  purified  so  as  to  be   potable  and  consequently 
liable  to  be  used  as  a  substitute  for  ordinary  spirit. 
Of  fifty-six  samples  of  methyl  alcohol  thirty-one  were 
found  liable  to  duty  on  the  ground  of  purity.    The  sugar 
and  saccharin  duty  was  responsible  for  the  examination 
of  a  large  number  of  "samples  containing  or  suspected  tt 
contain  these  ingredients.    The  table  water  duty  causec 
the  examination  of  fifty-six  mineral  waters,  and  eighteei 
were  proved  to  be  medicinal,  the  others  being  liable  t< 
table-water  duty.     Medicinal  teas,  herbal  smoking  mix 
tures,  nicotine-free  tobacco,  and    tobacco  preservativer 
were  also  examined.      It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that 
300  m.g.   of  radium  bromide  has  been  recovered  from 
waste  materials  for  the  Disposal  Board.     In  regard  to 
samples  of  stone  preservatives  examined  for  the  Office 
of  Works,  nothing  new  or  more  promising  than  the  older 
preparations  was  encountered.     The  question  of  decay 
and  disintegration    of   stone  in   town    atmospheres  is 
urgent.     Treatment  of  existing  decaying  structures  with 
liquids  can  afford  very  limited  protection,  and  in  certain 
cases  may  ultimately  increase  the  damage  by  the  pro- 
duction of  hard  surfaces  which  break  away  in  flakes.  A 
special  paint-cleaning  powder  was  found  to  be  a  mixture 
of  dried  washing  soda  and  whiting.    Arbitration  samples 
examined  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in- 
cluded two  of  calcined  magnesia,  one  of  cinnamon  and 
one  of  olive  oil.     The  last-named  sample  did  not,  as 
alleged  by  the  public  analyst,  contain  arachis  oil. 
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The  forty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Explosives  In- 
spectors covering  the  year  1921  refers  to  the  legalisation 
of  the  manufacture  of  liquid-air  explosives, 
Explosives  but  adds  that  so  far  no  application  for  a 
Report  licence  has  been  received.  The  number  of 
factories  established  for  the  manufacture  of 
explosives  is  117,  being  six  fewer  than  in  1920.  One 
factory,  it  is  mentioned,  was  established  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  a  single  charge  of  nitro-glycerin  for  "  shoot- 
ing "  a  petroleum  well.  The  report  deals  largely  with 
the  explosives  used  in  mining  and  other  industrial  pur- 
poses, and  summarises  the  accidents  that  have  occurred 
and  the  irregularities  detected  in  the  handling 
of  explosives.  Reference  is  made  to  the  ex- 
plosion of  4,500  tons  of  a  double  salt  of  ammonium 
nitrate  and  ammonium  sulphate  at  the  Oppau  works  of 
the  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik  as  the  greatest 
explosion  in  history.  It  occurred  on  September  21,  1921, 
and  600  persons  were  killed  and  from  400  to  500  injured. 
The  explosion  was  probably  due  to  the  practice  of  blast- 
ing out  the  salt,  which  sets  hard  in  the  silo,  by  means 
of  an  ammonium-nitrate  explosive  and  detonators.  Men- 
tion is  made  of  several  bad  accidents  due  to  the  ignition 
of  petroleum  spirit  vapour. 

The  Turpentine  Position 

There  is  no  overlooking  the  fact  that  the  statistical 
position  of  turpentine  oil  in  this  country  has  tightened 
again,  this  being  due  to  notably  increased  deliveries  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  month  and  relatively  small  landings. 
Since  the  end  of  June  last  the  market  fluctuated  a  good 
deal  between  about  90s.  and  100s.  per  cwt.,  according  to 
delivery,  and  displayed  remarkable  resistance  near  the 
lower  figure,  in  spite  of  this  country's  slackness  of  trade 
and  the  protracted  industrial  troubles  in  the  United 
States.  We  see  no  reason  to  modify  the  opinion-  we  ex- 
pressed as  to  the  advent  of  a  period  of  scarcity,  when 
dealing  with  the  position  in  our  editorial  columns  of 
June  24  last.  The  two  main  factors  likely  to  govern  the 
market  on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic  over  the  remainder 
of  this  season  are  the  indication  of  an  increased  and 
more  normal  outlet,  and  the  improbability  of  any  material 
increase  of  production  in  the  United  States,  while  it  is 
suggested  on  trustworthy  authority  that  the  yield  there 
may  easily  fall  a  little  short  of  that  of  last  season.  So 
far  as  can  be  gathered  from  occasional  reperts  recently 
issued,  the  progress  of  operations  by  American  distillers 
since  the  opening  of  the  season  has  been  so  far  satisfactory 
and  approximating  to  the  previous  season  results,  but 
there  is  uncertainty  as  to  the  yield  over  the  next  few 
months.  Having  regard  to  France  and  Spain,  recent 
advices  were  to  the  effect  that  crop  operations  had  been 
hampered  by  bad  weather  conditions.  The  fact  may  be 
recalled  that  the  two  extreme  points  touched  last  year  on 
the  London  spot  market  for  American  spirit  were  48s. 
and  115s.  per  cwt.,  but  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
lower  figure  was  reached  were  altogether  exceptional  in 
connection  with  the  world's  industrial  crisis  and  the 
general  collapse  in  commodity  prices.  At  this  time  of 
year  American  supplies  are  usually  coming  along  more 
freely,  but  our  total  imports  for  last  month  were  only 
1,719  tons,  against  4,183  tons  for  August  last  year.  The 
aggregate  for  eight  months  at  11,883  tons,  it  is  true,  still 
shows  an  excess  of  fully  3,000  tons  against  the  same 
period  last  year,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  London 
reserve  stocks  at  8,882  barrels  (including  1,1.42  barrels  of 
French),  as  returned  on  September  9,  were  abnormally 
small,  this  comparing  with  14,563  barrels  at  the  same  date 
in  1921.  The  London  deliveries  for  one  week  alone 
recently  were  as  much  as  2.117  barrels,  or  much  above  the 


average  of  recent  months,  which  was  probably  due  to 
some  pressure  of  demand  from  users  who  were  caught 
short  of  stock  on  the  renewed  tecent  rise  to  fully  100s. 
Nevertheless,  the  trade  is  once  again  faced  with  a  serious 
depletion  of  stocks,  a  most  unusual  thing  at  this  season. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  a  small  premium  has 
lately  been  extracted  for  spot  parcels,  whereas  usually  the 
reverse  was  in  the  past  experienced  over  the  autumn  and 
the  beginning  of  the  winter.  The  relationship  between 
supply  and  demand  this  season  and  its  bearing  on  the 
course  of  the  market,  given  anything  like  speculative 
activity,  will  require  close  watching.  For  one  thing, 
trade  needs  across  the  Atlantic  will  certainly  be  much 
larger  than  last  season,  since  the  industrial  outlook  there 
is  now  much  brighter,  thus  ensuring  a  greater  outlet  for 
paints  and  varnishes.  In  addition  to  this,  home  needs 
seem  increasing  again,  partly  in  connection  with  new 
schemes  of  house-building.  Our  total  imports  for  last 
year  were  comparatively  very  small  at  15,426  tons,  against 
22,558  tons  in  1920  and  22,742  tons  for  1919,  the  heavy 
falling  off  shown  having  been  in  keeping  with  the  trade 
degression,  but  this  year  the  returns  have  been  towards 
improvement.  As  11,883  tons  we<:e  already  accounted  for 
in  the  first  e:ghi  months  of  this  year,  it  seems  clear  that, 
in  view  of  the  very  low  stocks  now  held,  here  and  the 
gradual  improvement  in  the  consuming  branches,  our 
imports  for  the  whole  of  this  year  will  have  to  be  In- 
creased by  several  thousands  of  tons  over  the  figures 
recorded  for  last  year.  America  will,  of  course,  have  to 
be  depended  upon  more  largely  for  additional  supplies, 
although  it  is  probable  that',  in  the  event  of  a  further 
rising  market,  and  given  a  more  pressing  demand  later 
on,  supplies  will  again  be  attracted  from  France,  as 
happened  on  one  or  two  occasions  this  year,  when  the  spot 
price  was  lifted  to  about  125s.  The  latest  advices  from 
Savannah  indicate  that  current  supplies  are  easily  being 
taken  care  of,  and  that  the  carrying  out  of  export  orders  in 
face  of  a  steady  demand  is  proceeding  none  too  freely,  while 
it  is  probable  that  a  certain  amount  of  spirit  is  "  ear- 
marked" on  speculative  account  in  anticipation  of  firmer 
markets.  The  fact  may  be  emphasised  that  the  new 
campaign  in  the  United  States  was  entered  upon  with 
practically  no  old  crop  in  distillers'  hands,  and  there  has 
been  at  no  time  since  any  important  accumulation  of 
supplies  pressing  on  the  distributing  markets  in  the 
South.  The  current  thres-figure  price  is  still  a  long  way 
above  pre-war  average  levels  of,  say,  about  30s.  to  50s. 
per  cwt.,  although  the  spot  price  in  1905  advanced  under 
acute  scarcity  to  well  over  60s.  The  working  conditions 
of  the  industry,  however,  now  differ  greatly  from  what 
they  were  then,  especially  as  regards  cost  of  labour.  Cost 
of  production  in  America  is  now  asserted  to  be  still  very 
high,  and,  although  distillers'  views  on  that  point  are 
presumably  exaggerated,  present  indications  do  not  v'avour 
a  reduction  in  working  costs,  as  the  position  of  labour 
is  just  now,  if  anything,  more  difficult.  After  a  close 
survey  of  the  general  position,  there  does  not  seem  much 
hope  this  season  for  the  establishment  of  a  less  onerous 
level  of  prices,  so  far  as  the  genuine  article  is  concerned. 
A  drop  of  about  50  per  cent,  in  the  price  to  roughly  the 
lowest  point  seen  last  year  is  certainly  out  of  question 
for  an  indefinite  period.  In  the  long  run,  however,  the 
fact  that  the  use  of  cheap  substitutes  is  gradually  in- 
creasing as  the  output  of  these  is  being  developed  must 
eventually  have  an  effect  on  American  spirit.  In  pre- 
war years,  considerable  quantities  of  Russian  spirit  came 
into  this  country,  running  into  as  much  as  17.000  barrels 
a  year.  The  rehabilitation  of  this  industry,  however, 
looks  like  being  a  slow  process,  only  limited  quantities 
arriving.

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Derby. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
recently  it  was  decided  that  a  triplicate  prescription  form 
should  be  used.  Statistical  data  furnished  by  the  North 
Midlands  Pricing  Bureau  showed  that  during  the  quarter 
ended  March  31,  43,927  prescriptions  were  dealt  with, 
the  average  ingredient  price  being  4.6d.  and  the  aver- 
age dispensing  fee  5.5d.  per  prescription. 

London. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  on  September  12,  Mr.  C.  A.  Noble  (vice-chair- 
man) in  the  chair.  The  Committee  decided  to  consider 
the  new  regulations  at  their  next  meeting.  The  draft 
annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts  was  submitted 
and  approved  for  circulation.  A  letter  was  received  from 
the  Central  Checking  Bureau,  submitting  reports  for 
May  and  June,  1922.  The  margin  of  error  in  May  was 
0.06  per  cent.,  and  in  June  0.04  per  cent.  A  report 
of  the  joint  conference  of  representatives  of  the 
Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  was  con- 
sidered, and  resolutions  were  passed  thereon  for 
submission  to  the  Panel  Committee.  A  fur- 
ther conference  is  to  be  held  in  October,  with  a  view 
to  clearing  up  some  of  the  difficulties  concerning  the 
respective  services.  The  secretary's  report  contained  par- 
ticulars of  dispensing  for  May  and  June,  1922.

It  also  contained  :  Details  of  correspondence  with  the 
Insurance  Committee  and  Ministry  of  Health  regarding 
prescription  forms.  The  Committee  decided  that  further 
steps  be  taken.  Particulars  regarding  the  standards  for 
dressings,  etc.,  which  will  come  into  force  in  March, 
1923.  This  matter  will  receive  the  further  attention  of 
the  Committee  at  the  December  meeting.  On  the  taking 
of  samples  of  medicine  throughout  London  under  the 
Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act.  Particulars  regarding 
the  proposed  use  of  methylated  spirit  in  certain  lotions 
in  place  of  rectified  spirit.  That  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee decided  to  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
result  of  investigations  regarding  the  dispensing  service 
given  by  a  firm  of  chemists.

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  investigate  a  complaint 
regarding  the  dispensing  service  in  the  borough  of  Cam- 
berwell.  The  Committee  decided  to  send  an  official 
communication  to  the  Insurance  Committee  urging  regular 
and  prompt  payment  of  chemists'  accounts  on  one  definite 
date  in  each  month,  and  asking  the  Insurance  Committee 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  dispatch  all  cheques  not 
later  than  the  14th  day  of  each  month. 

Nottinghamshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  September  11  the  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  reported  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  had  decided  that  a  uniform  form  of 


prescription  should  be  adopted  throughout  the  country. 
The  medical  benefit  sub-committee  reported  that  during 
the  quarter  ended  March  31  71,726  prescriptions  had 
been  issued  in  the  county  at  a  total  cost  of  £2,484  lis.  3d. 

S.W.  Lancashire  Checking  Bureau. — The  annual  report 
of  the  South-West  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Joint  (Pre- 
scriptions) Committee  has  recently  been  issued  for  the" 
year  1921.  The  total  number  of  accounts  during  the  year 
w.as  6,109,  an  increase  of  108  over  1920.  The  number  of 
prescriptions  was  1,929.456,  an  advance  of  110.000  over 
1920,  with  a  value  of  £78,411  compared  with  £78,250  A 
comparison  of  the  average  cost  per  prescription  charge- 
able to  the  "  Drug  Fund  "  since  1916  is  given  below  :

There  are  four  formularies  in  use,  and  it  is  suggested  in 
the  report  that  a  joint  formulary  acceptable  to  the  Panel 
Committee  in  the  area  covered  by  the  bureau  (and  by 
the  Lancashire  No.  4  bureau)  would  benefit  all  parties. 
During  the  year  245,202  scripts  valued  at  £11,542  12s.  6d. 
were  checked,  and  claims  for  under-payments  amounting 
to  £22  6s.  7d.  made,  while  over-payments  were  admitted 
at  £10  3s.  9d.  It  was  agreed  that  £10  10s.  9d.  was  due 
to  the  several  chemists,  an  amount  equal  to  0.09  per  cent., 
which  coincides  with  a  similar  percentage  in  1920.  The 
total  expenditure  for  1921  fell  short  of  the  original  esti- 
mate by  the  sum  of  £314,  and  a  further  reduction  of 
about  £500  is  anticipated  for  the  year  1922.  The  follow-

Liverpool  was  highest  with  the  total  number  of  prescrip- 
tions issued  fov  the  year — 725,261,  and  Cheshire  next  with 
524,113.  Other  six-figare  places  were  Stockport  (131,837) 
and  Wigan  (104,092). 

Welsh  Board  of  Health.— On  September  13,  Sir  Thomas 
Hughes,  chairman  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  speak- 
ing at  the  annual  meeting  at  Aberystwyth  of  the  associa- 
tion of  the  Welsh  Insurance  Committees,  said  the  cost  of 
drugs  and  appliances  in  Wales  was  £80,000.  Insured 
persons  had  too  grea,t  a  faith  in  the  bottle  of  physic. 
The  Welsh  Drug  Bill  should  be  cut  down  greatly. 


Inquiry  Concerning  a  Chemist 

An  inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  Sal- 
ford,  on  September  14,  into  representations  made  by  the 
Salford  Health  Insurance  Committee  concerning  Mr. 
James  Shand,  trading  as  Shand  &  Orr,  chemists.  The 
inquiry  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Hugh  Gamon,  barrister, 
with  whom  were  Mr.  F.  Pilkington~  Sargeant  and  Mr. 
Francis  Bate,  O.B.E.  Opening  the  case  for  the  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  A.  Howard  Flint  submitted  that  the  retention  of 
the  respondent's  name  on  the  list  of  chemists  prescribing 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  would  be  pie- 
judicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  pharmaceutical  service. 
Mr.  Shand  was  under  agreement  with  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee in  respect  of  shops  in  Langworthy  Road,  Regent 
Road,  and  Cross  Lane.  Mr.  Flint  specified  the  grounds 
of  complaint,  mentioning  two  convictions,  one  in  March 
last,  when  the  respondent  was  fined  .£10  for  dispensing 
a  prescription  that  was  found  upon  analysis  to  be  defi- 
cient to  the  extent  of  32.5  per  cent,  in  sodium  salicylate, 
and  the  other  in  August,  1920,  when  the  respondent  sup- 
plied tincture  of  iodine  that  was  found  to  be  deficient  to 
the  extent  of  44  per  cent,  of  iodine  and  potassium  iodine. 
In  this  case  a  fine  of  40s.  was  imposed.   Charge  No.  3,  he 
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said  related  to  October  26,  1921,  when  an  ointment  was 
found  to  have  been  prepared  with  lard  instead  of  lano- 
line,  and  contained  15  per  cent,  of  calamine  instead  of 
6.8  per  cent,  as  ordered.  Charge  No.  4  was  that  the 
respondent  for  some  months  in  1918  permitted  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  at  his  shop  in  Langworthy  Road,  at 
which  there  was  no  registered  chemist  and  druggist  in 
charge,  or  any  certificate  of  qualification  exhibited.  Mr. 
Shand  had  explained  in  reference  to  this  charge  that 
owing  to  war-time  conditions  he  experienced  difficulty 
in  conducting  the  business,  and  the  explanation  had 
been  accepted.  The  respondent  had  represented  to 
the  Committee  on  December  31,  1920,  that  he  did  not 
propose  to  contract  for  dispensing  in  the  following 
year  at  any  of  his  Salford  shops,  which,  it  was  held, 
showed  that  he  was  indifferent  whether  he  was  on  the  list 
or  not.  He  applied  on  February  28,  1921,  to  be  rein- 
stated. With  regard  to  complaint  No.  6,  the  respondent, 
it  was  alleged,  had,  on  several  occasions,  made  improper 
observations  to  insured  persons  as  to  prescriptions  and  the 
treatment  they  were  receiving.  In  February,  1921,  an 
insured  persoi,  who  was  suffering  from  eczema,  took  a 
prescription  to  the  respondent's  shop,  and  it  was  alleged 
that  he  was  recommended  by  the  respondent  or  an  assist- 
ant in  charge  to  use  a  certain  ointment  which  he  was  told 
"  would  cure  in  a  couple  of  days."  On  another  occasion, 
about  December,  1920,  a  man  took  a  prescription  to  the 
respondent's  shop  in  Regent  Road,  and  Mr.  Shand  or  the 
assistant  in  charge,  it  was  alleged,  inquired  what  the  man 
was  suffering  from,  and  said,  "  This  medicine  will  do  you 
no  good.  Would  you  like  to  try  some  sandalwood  oil? 
Mr.  Lewis  Jones,  for  the  respondent,  admitted  the  con- 
victions, but  complained  that  as  the  matters  to  which  they 
related  had  been  dealt  with  summarily,  it  was  not  right 
that  they  should  now  be  brought  forward  again.  Charge 
No.  3  concerning  the  ointment,  he  said,  was  investigated 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee,  who  did 
not  take  any  action  against  Mr.  Shand.  The  allegation 
was,  moreover,  not  admitted,  and  charge  4  was  also 
denied.  The  explanation  offered  was .  accepted  over 
four  years  ago.  Mr.  Flint  thereupon  withdrew 
charge  No.  4,  and  Mr.  Jones  said  the  remaining  two 
charges  were  also  denied.  In  regard  to  charge  No.  3,  Mr. 
F.  Alex.  Anderson,  Clerk  to  the  Committee,  said  the  result 
of  the  Committee's  inquiry  in  this  case  had  been  that  the 
respondent  should  be  cautioned.  Mr.  G.  D.  Elsden,  public 
analyst  for  Salford,  who  said  the  vntment  was 
prepared  with  lard  instead  of  lanoline,  and  con- 
tained 15  per  cent,  of  calamine  instead  of  6.8 
per  cent.,  stated  that  about  a  month  afterwards 
he  analysed  another  sample,  and  found  that  it  was 
in  accordance  with  the  prescription.  Charge  No.  5  was 
withdrawn.  With  regard  to  the  last  charge  of  alleged 
improper  observations,  the  doctor,  who  wrote  the  pre- 
scription, said  that  in  his  reply  Mr.  Shand  denied  having 
made  the  statement  attributed  to  him,  and  added  "  they 
did  not  generally  make  observations  on  any  prescrip- 
tion." Witness  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  explana- 
tion advanced  by  Mr.  Shand,  and  did  not  consider  it  was 
a  matter  that  should  be  brought  before  a  tribunal.  For 
the  defence,  Mr.  Shand  said  he.  had  re:ently  disposed  of 
all  the  three  businesses.  While  admitting  the  convic- 
tions, he  denied'  all  the  allegations.  When  he  was  fined 
£2  the  offence  was  due  to  the  wholesaler,  who  supplied 
the  mixture  exactly  as  it  was  sold,  and  the  wholesaler 
paid  the  fine.  The  second  offence  was  only  a  technical 
one,  but  the  previous  conviction  led  to  a  penalty  of  ,£10. 
In  regard  to  the  box  of  ointment  complained  about  by 
the  woman,  the  whole  facts  were  fully  investigated  by 
the  Committee.  Answering  Mr.  Flint,  he  said  he  knew 
that  when  he  sold  the  Langworthy  Road  shop  there  "  was 
trouble  in  the  air."  He  disposed  of  the  business  to  one 
of  his  assistants,  but  he  himself  still  owned  the  pro- 
perty. The  new  proprietor  had  not  applied  to  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  to  have  his  name  included  in  the  list  of 
panel  chemists.  Mr.  Gamon  said,  with  regard  to  charge 
No.  3,  that  there  was  no  direct  evidence  that  Mr.  Shand 
actually  made  up  the  medicine,  and  to  this  Mr.  Flint 
agreed.  A  report  of  the  inquiry  will  be  laid  before  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  who  would  give  their  decision  ;n  due 
course. 


Arsenic  Poisoning 

We  published  recently  an  abstract  of  a  paper  by  Sir 
William  H.  Willcox  (C.  db  D.,  July  29,  p.  180)  before 
the  Medico-Legal  Society  dealing  with  arsenic  poisoning 
and  its  causes.  Sir  William  read  a  similar  paper  before 
the  British  Medical  Association  at  Glasgow.  He  dealt 
more  fully  with  the  relaxation  of  the  restrictions  on  the 
sale  of  arsenic  by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908, 
and  we  reprint  his  remarks  on  this  part  of  the  subject 
from  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  (II.,  1922,  p.  374)  : 

The  Sale  of  Industrial  Preparations  of  Arsenic. 

By  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  [Pharmacy  Act],  1868,  the 
sale  of  arsenical  preparations  used  for  industrial  purposes 
was  only  permissible  by  qualified  pharmacists.  The  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908  removed  many  of  the  restrictions 
relating  to  the  sale  of  these  preparations,  it  being  then 
thought  that  certain  advantages  might  accrue  to  the  public 
from  the  greater  freedom  for  purchase,  and  it  was  not  at 
that  time  realised  that  these  advantages  might  be  accom- 
panied by  serious  and  grave  dangers.    .    .  . 

Fourteen  years  have  elapsed  since  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
and  the  time  has  come  when  the  effect  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  2  of  the  Act  may  be  carefully  considered  in  the 
light  of  a  fairly  long  experience.  As  would  be  expected, 
no  serious  objection  can  be  offered  to  the  sale  of  tobacco 
preparations,  since  their  smell  and  taste  are  sufficient  safe- 
guards against  the  risk  of  poisoning.  In  the  case  of  arsenical 
preparations  sold  under  Section  2  of  the  Act  it  must  be 
conceded  that  very  serious  and  grave  clangers  to  the  public 
have  resulted.  A  large  number  of  fatal  cases  of  accidental 
and  suicidal  poisoning  have  resulted  from  the  removal  of 
some  of  the  previous  restrictions  relating  to  the  sale  of 
arsenical  preparations  used  in  agriculture  and  horticulture, 
and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in  not  a  few  instances 
these  preparations  have  been  used  for  criminal  purposes. 

Dangers  to  the  Ptjblic. 
It  must  be  admitted  that  persons  who  have  had  no 
proper  training  in  the  uses  and  dangers  of  poisons  cannot 
appreciate  the  dangers  likely  to  occur  from  their  use,  nor 
can  they  understand  the  necessity  for  special  care  in  the 
storage  of  such  poisonous  preparations.  Such  persons  are 
not  capable  of  deciding  whether  an  arsenical  preparation  is 
likely  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose  by  an  intending 
purchaser,  nor  can  they  with  the  confidence  of  experience 
warn  such  a  purchaser  of  the  dangers  from  poisoning  of  the 
article  which  they  are  selling.  They  probably  have  much  less 
knowledge  on  this  subject  than  the  person  who  is  desirous  of 
purchasing  from  them  an  arsenical  preparation,  and  could 
therefore  not  be  expected  to  utter  any  warning. 

The  foundation  principle  of  the  sale  of  poisons  should  be 
that  the  seller  has  had  an  adequate  training,  and  has  a 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  dangerous  properties  of  the  article 
which  he  is  selling — in  other  words,  he  should  be  a  proper 
and  competent  person  for  such  sale.  This  foundation  prin- 
ciple is  quite  -destroyed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  the 
1908  Poisons  Act- 
It  is  a  very  dangerous  principle  to  assume  that  poisons 
when  packed  and  labelled  such  as  "  weed  killers  "  or  "  sheep 
dips  "  can  safely  be  sold  and  distributed  like  articles  of 
ordinary  merchandise.  The  dangers  to  the  public  from  the 
sale  of  industrial  preparations  of  arsenic  have  during  the 
past  fourteen  years  been  proved  to  be  so  great  that  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  safeguarding  of 
the  public  against  the  dangers  of  arsenical  poisoning. 

Suggested  Safeguards. 
The  first  safeguard  is  that  the  sale  of  arsenical  preparations 
should  be  limited  to  properly  qualified  and  competent  persons 
— namely,  to  registered  pharmacists — as  sellers.  A  second 
and  important  safeguard  would  be  that  the  sale  of  danger- 
ous poisons,  such  as  the  industrial  preparations  of  arsenic, 
should  be  limited  to  purchasers  who  obtain  a  licence  for  the 
possession  of  such  dangerous  articles.  A  tin  or  packet  of 
weed  killer  or  sheep  dip  is  at  least  as  dangerous  a  possession 
as  a  firearm,  and  the  number  of  persons  requiring  such 
articles  is  not  great.  It  would  be  little  hardship  to  them 
and  a  very  great  safeguard  to  the  public  if  persons  requiring 
to  use  industrial  preparations  of  arsenic  were  required  to 
obtain  a  licence  for  the  possession  of  these  dangerous  sub- 
stances. It  would  be  quite  certain  that  were  such  an  enact- 
ment made  a  law  then  very  much  greater  care  would  be 
taken  by  those  possessing  poisonous  preparations  of  arsenic, 
and  the  risks  from  arsenical  poisoning  would  almost  entirely 
disappear. 
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Thyroid  Medication 

A  correspondent  reviews  the  position  in  regard  to  thyroid 
preparations  and  the  forms  in  which  they  are  sold. 

It  is  desirable  to  draw  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  the  therapy  of  the  thyroid  gland  at  the  present 
time.  With  the  therapeutical  and  the  chemical  side  of 
the  question  chemists  have  little  to  do,  but  they  have  some 
interest  in  the  presentation  of  the  gland  in  its. most  active 
and  acceptable  form.  The  subject  has  been  brought 
prominently  before  the  British  Association,  and  has  given 
much  "  copy  "  to  the  daily  Press.  Mr.  Huxley's  stories 
at  the  Hull  meeting  have  lost  nothing  in  the  reports,  nor 
have  the  rehearsals  of  the  American  "  stunts  "  of  the 
great  advantage  accruing  to  the  race,  of  rejuvenating  senile 
human  beings.  As  yet  no  information  has  been  given  us 
as  to  the  precise'  thyroid  preparation  used.  The  British 
Pharmacopoeia  contains  but  one  preparation  of  the  gland, 
thyroideum  siccum.  In  this  the  gland  is  taken  from 
freshly-killed  shee]},  minced,  dried,  and  powdered,  the 
fatty  matter  being  removed  by  means  of  petroleum  spirit. 
No  constituents  are  mentioned,  neither  is  any  test  im- 
posed. In  a  report  by  Mr.  Fender,  director  of  Armours 
Orgauotherapeutic  Laboratories,  there  are  some  useful 
comparative  tables  compiled  from  results  obtained  from  a 
vast  number  of  glands  taken  from  various  animals.  _  He. 
proceeds  on  the  assumption  that  the  iodine  content  is  the 
key  to  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment,  and  the  result  is 
instructive.  The  glands  from  cattle  on  being  desiccated 
gave  a  percentage  of  iodine  varying  from  0.04  to  0.43, 
those  from  hogs  yielded  from  0.17  to  0.47,  and  from  sheep 
0.06  to  0.28,  so  that  it  would  appear  that  the  sheep 
glands  are  much  inferior  to  those  from  cattle  or  hogs, 
although  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  glands  taken 
from  sheep  reared  in  the  Orkneys  have  yielded  as  much 
as  1.05  per  cent,  of  iodine,  this  being  due,  no  doubt,  to 
the  seaweed,  which  is  a  component  of  their  natural  food. 
The  old  treatment  of  diseases,  such  as  myxodcema  and 
cretinism  for  which  thyroid  has  proved  so  useful,  was  the 
internal  administration  of  potassium  iodide  and  arsenic, 
and  the  external  use  of  iodine  when  required,  but  the 
results  were  immeasurably  inferior  to  the  newer  gland 
treatment.  From  this  failure  of  the  iodine  treatment  to 
produce  effects  comparable  to  a  thyroid  course,  we  may 
suppose  that  there  must  be  some  element  which  promotes 
metabolism,  which  has  so  far  eluded  our  investigators. 
The  results  show  that  iodine,  whether  free  or  in  organic 
combination,  is  not  the  actual  body  to  which  alone  we 
must  look  for  the  curative  principle.  The  fresh  gland  is 
stated  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  to  contain 
"  about  0.03  per  cent,  of  iodine,"  this  is  much  below  the 
minimum  found  by  Fender  in  the  glands  of  the  sheep — 
which  is  the  official  animal  in  this  country — this  when  con- 
verted into  thyroidem  siccum  is  stated  to  contain  0.15  per 
cent,  of  iodine.  It  is  also  stated  that  one  grain  of  the 
dried  gland  is  equal  to  5  grains  of  the  fresh  gland.  Many 
manufacturers  also  make  the  same  comparison.  Recent  re- 
search has  shown  this  proportion  to  be  too  wide.  Martin - 
iale,  for  instance,  gave  the  ratio  as  one  to  four,  and  R.  R. 
Bennett  found  after  abundant  trials  that  100  parts  of 
fresh  gland  yielded  25  parts  of  desiccated  produce — a 
similar  proportion  to  Martindale.  The  difference  between 
some  of  these  results  may  be  owing  to  seasonable  changes 
in  the  food  of  the  animals,  and  in  the  moisture  contents 
of  the  fresh  gland.  The  efficacy  of  the  thyroid  treatment 
in  its  early  stage  was  entirely  due  to  the  use  of  the 
fresh  gland.  Half  a  fresh  gland  was  eaten  raw  twice  a 
week,  and  even  this  caused  serious  symptoms  in  many 
patients.  Dr.  Murray,  of  Newcastle,  one  of  the  pioneers 
in  this  field  of  work  used  an  extract  of  thyroid  gland  in- 
jected hypodermically.  This  extract  was  prepared  for 
him  by  Brady  &  Martin  from  glands  taken  immediately 
after  the  sheep  were  killed.  The  dose  of  the  extract  was 
25  minims  once  a  week.  The  injection  was  to  be  given 
very  slowly,  as  the  action  of  the  thyroid  gave  rise  to  most 
unpleasant  phenomena.  This  was  thirty  years  ago.  How 
this  extract  was  prepared  is  probably  a  secret  of  the 
famous  firm  which  made  it,  that  it  was  active,  there  is 
no  room  for  doubt.  In  the  B.P.,  1898,  there  was  a  liquor 
thyroidei,  but  it  has  been  omitted  from  tin-  1914  work, 
tt  was  proved  to  be  a  very  unreliable  preparation,  and 


almost  devoid  of  iodine.  The  dose  of  this  liquor  was  five 
to  fifteen  minims,  equivalent  to  from  2£  to  7  gr.  of  fresh 
gland.  It  has  been  since  pointed  out  by  N.  H.  Martin 
that  the  dose  of  thyroid  siccum  is  five  times  too  strong  in 
proportion  to  this  liquor,  and  if  reckoned  in  iodine  con- 
tent ten  times  too  strong  on  the  same  basis.  Liquor 
thyroidei  B.P.C.,  is  supposed  to  be  an  improvement  upon 
'  the  B.P.,  1898,  preparation.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
ensure  the  keeping  properties  of  the  liquid  preparation  of 
the  gland  so  as  to  preserve  its  specific  properties  in  the 
most  efficacious  form,  and  this  has  led  to  an  almost  uni- 
versal use  of  the  substance  in  tablet  form.  As  already 
stated,  there  is  apparently  an  evasive  principle  in  the 
gland,  which  defies  attempts  at  isolation,  and  which  ap- 
pears to  be  absent  after  the  gland  has  been  desiccated. 
The  B.P.C.  suggest  the  active  principle  to  be  thyroglobulin 
containing  1.6  per  cent,  of  iodine,  and  this  body,  after 
certain  methods  of  treatment  and  purification,  yields 
thyroiodine,  which,  in  turn,  contains  from  9.0  to  14.3 
per  cent,  of  iodine.  If  this  be  so,  then  surely  ^after  15 
years  of  this  knowledge  something  much  better  than 
"  thyroid  gland  tablets  "  should  nave  evolved.  Since 
the  time  these  tablets  were  "  broadcasted  "  through  the 
"  beauty  columns  "  of  cheap  weeklies,  warning  notes  have 
been  frequently  sounded  as  to  the  danger  associated  with 
their  indiscriminate  use.  There  is  indeed  much  to  per- 
plex medical  men  in  the  nomenclature  which  various  firms 
and  persons  in  authority  have  attached  to  the  tablets. 
Most  makers  list  the  tablets  from  a  fraction  of  a  grain  to 
10  gr.  and  also  list  the  "dried  "  as  a  separate  preparation, 
practically  through  the  same  gamut  of  strengths.  W. 
Wynne  Wescott  says  the  dose  should  not  exceed  15  grains 
of  the  dried  gland  per  day,  and  Whitla  says  the  dose  is 
5  grains  twice  a  week.  These  are  two  authorities  who 
have  an  intimate  acquaintance  of  the  subject,  but  what 
is  the  actual  experience  of  dispensers?  Prescriptions  for 
50  tablets  of  5  grains  each  are  very  frequent,  those  for 
100  are  not  unusual,  and  both  are  repeated  continually 
at  short  intervals.  To  peruse  the  price  lists  of  well- 
known  drug  houses  is  bewildering:  Tab.  thyroidei  B.P.C. 
contains  two  grains  of  the  dried  substance,  and  the  dose 
is  given  as  1  to  5,  this  latter  equivalent  to  10  grains  of 
thyroid  sice,  or  50  grains  of  fresh  gland.  The  B.D.H.  list 
quotes  thyroid  gland  from  \  grain  to  5  grains,  with  a  foot- 
note, "  each  tablet  is  equivalent  to  the  same  weight  of 
the  trimmed  fresh  gland."  And  they  also  have  "  thyroid 
desiccated  "  1-2  and  3  gr.,  the  latter  costing  three 
times  the  price  of  the  3-grain  "  thyroid  gland.''  Armours 
quote  throughout  for  the  dessicated  product.  P.  D.  &  Co. 
have  a  list  of  "  thyroid  gland,"  and  on  another  page  a 
list  of  "  thyroid  (dried  )",  one  list,  so  far  as  essentials  and 
price  are  concerned,  being  reproduced.  Evans  quote  in 
list  "  C,"  "  thyroid  gland,"  \  gr.  to  5  gr.  as  equal 
to  a  fresh  gland,  and  thyroid  sice.  B.P.,  gr.  5.  In  their 
•"  B.  &  H. "  list  they  quote  tablets  and  capsules  from 
tV  Br-  to  5  gr.,  with  the  headline,  "  dried  gland  (1  =  1 
fresh).''  To  add  further  to  the  embarrassment,  what 
is  the  preparation  indicated  by  "  tab.  ext.  thyroid  "? 
The  only  preparation  to  which  this  title  is  applicable  is 
thyroiodin  obtained  by  the  treatment  of  thyroglobulin.  In 
no  way  can  the  desiccated  gland  be  called  an  extract. 
This  is  another  instance  of  loose  phraseology  with  which 
pharmacists  have  to  grapple.  On  the  Drug  tariff  we  have 
"thyroid  gland,  gij.  and  gv.,"  and  no  explanatory  notes 
given.  The  title  is  a  misnomer,  and  its  inclusion 
on  the  tariff  an  error.  If  it  is  intended  to  represent 
2/5  gr.  and  1  gr.  of  the  dried  substance  respectively,  it 
should  be  clearly  indicated  or  removed  altogether,  and 
replaced  by  the  dried  product  of  given  strength.  A  real 
difficulty  arises  here.  If  a  conscientious  Panel  chemist  on 
one  side  of  the  street  receives  a  prescription  for  one  dozen 
or  one  hundred  "  tab.  of  ext.  thyroid,  gij."  and  dispenses 
the  tariff  articles  on  the  assumption  they  are  prepared 
from  the  dried  substance,  he  will  obtain  a  fee  of  three- 
pence. If  an  equally  conscientious  man  on  the  other  side 
of  the  street  is  handed  a  similar  prescription  for  one  dozen 
"  tab.  ext.  thyroid,  gij.,"  and  dispenses  "  dried  gland," 
he  will  get  a  fee  of  fivepence  for  the  dozen,  and  thirteen- 
pence  for  the  hundred — which  is  absurd.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  new  B.P.C.  will  shed  some  light  upon  these  diffi- 
culties, and  that  the  proper  medical  authorities  will  in- 
struct the  medical  men  of  the  future  to  be  more  exact 
in  the  definition  of  the  drugs. 
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New  Books 

Clement,  A.— Everyman  his  own  Minister  of  Health. 

Quality  Press  Co., 
49  Red  Lion  Street,  London,  W.C.  1.  [Mr.  Clement  is 
the  inventor  of  Yadil,  and  during  the  course  of  his 
work  has  arrived  at  the  conviction  that  diseases  must 
be  maintained  so  that  medical  men  can  make  a  living 
by  their  profession.  He  is  convinced  that  Yadil  will 
prevent  and  cure  infections  without  medical  assistance, 
but  Mr.  Clement  realises  that  he  cannot  expect  doctors 
to  sacrifice  their  sources  of  income  by  curing  everybody. 
The  book  advocates  a  vegetable  diet,  and  states  that  the 
foods  intended  for  man  by  Nature  are  those  which  are 
pleasant  to  eat  in  their  raw  state.  This  rules  out  all 
animal  foods;  even  eggs  and  milk  are  ruled  out,  all 
cooked  foods,  including  cereals,  many  root-crops  (specially 
potatoes),  and  most  green  vegetables.  Fresh  and  dried 
fruits,  salads  and  fungi  are  about  all  that  is  left — the 
diet  of  fruitarians.  The  book  expresses  extreme  views, 
but  the  author  is  evidently  sincere.] 

County  Court  Practice  Made  Easy  or  Debt  Collecting 
Simplified.  By  a  solicitor.  Fifth  edition.  7^  x  4|  in. 
Pp.  162.  4s.  E.  Wilson,  16  Copthall  Avenue,  London, 
E.C.  2.  [Delicated  to  "  the  business  man  with  doubtful 
debts  upon  his  books,  the  solicitor's  clerk  anxious  to 
please  his  principal,  or  the  young  solicitor  having  little 
experience  in  county  court  procedure."  Part  I.  gives 
instructions  as  to  recovering  debts,  and  Part  II.  tells 
how  to  press  the  claim  by  way  of  default  summons. 
Part  III.  deals  with  the  matter  from  the  defendant's 
point  of  view.  The  book  covers  the  procedure  in  all 
actions  for  debt  (not  exceeding  £100)  in  any  county  court 
in  England  and  Wales.] 

Dowdy,  S.  E.,  F.R.M.S.— The  Microscope  :  How  to 
choose  it  and  use  it.  9J  x  6^  in.  Pp.  53.  5s.  6d. 
W.  Watson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  313  High  Holborn,  London, 
W.C.  1.  [Described  as  a  manual  for  amateur  micro- 
scopists,  this  book  is  written  in  non-technical  language. 
The  chapters  are  headed  :  (1)  Lenses  and  the  origin  of 
the  microscope,  (2)  the  simple  microscope,  (3)  the  com- 
pound microscope  and  how  to  choose  it,  (4)  the  optical 
system  of  the  microscope,  (5)  the  substage  condenser, 
(6)  how  to  use  the  microscope,  (7)  preparation  and  mount- 
ing of  micro  objects,  (8)  photography  with  the  micro- 
scope. The  chapters  are  short  and  accurate  so  far  as 
they  go,  but  it  would  have  been  an  advantage  to  have 
elucidated  the  text  by  means  of  simple  illustrations.  The 
frontispiece  is  a  picture  of  a  microscope,  with  numerical 
references  to  the  various  parts.  It  is  a  useful  book 
for  beginners,  and  gives  the  kind  of  information,  required 
by  pharmaceutical  students.

Information  is  given  regarding  the  various 
serums  and  vaccines ;  poison  and  antidotes ;  dose  equiva- 
lents in  Imperial  and  metric  systems  ;  dose  tables  (includ- 
ing a  useful  classification  of  maximum  doses)  ;  solubili- 
ties;  prescription  abbreviations;  synonyms;  wine-testing 
foods ;  microscope  stains ;  incompatibles.  It  is  a  useful 
pocket-book  for  students  and  graduates. 

Sutherland,  W.  G.,  M.B.,  and  Taylor,  A.  L.,  Ph.C— 
Dispensing  Made  Easy.  Fifth  edition.  6f  x  4  in. 
Pp.  98  +  memorandum  pages.  6s.  John  Wright  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Bristol.  [First  issued  in  1904,  this  book  has  not 
been  greatly  modified,  although  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Acts  have  rendered  club  practice  nearly  obso- 
lete. The  book  is  intended  for  medical  men  who  do  their 
own  dispensing,  and  besides  hints  on  cutting  down  the 
drug  bill  by  using  non-alcoholic  preparations,  etc.,  there 
are  a  number  of  formulas  for  stock  mixtures  and  dispens- 
ing solutions.  A  brief  abstract  is  given  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  in  regard  to  prescrib- 
ing and  dispensing.  It  would  have  been  advisable,  con- 
sidering the  aim  of  the  book,  to  have  given  the  day-book 
alternative  for  medical  records  allowed  by  Regulation  9 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.] 
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"  Up  Country  "  in 
South  Australia 

Things  looked  blue  in  England.  My  business  was  in  a 
colliery  district;  there  seemed  to  be  serious  trouble -ahead 
With  the  colliers,  and  I  had  the  future  of  two  lads  to  con- 
sider, so  I  resolved  to  sell  everything,  lock,  stock  and 
barrel,  and  try  in  the  Colonies.  The  first  thing  was  to 
book  a  passage — a  terrible  task.  During  the  wait  I  was 
fortunately  able  to  put  in  four  weeks  at  Guy's  Hospital, 
London.  The  work  was  hard  and  the  pay  very  poor. 
However,  the  experience  and  the  brief  testimonial  stood 
me  in  good  stead  later  on. 

The  "  Beltana  "  was  an  all-third  class  boat,  sailing 
via  the  Cape.  When  in  London  I  had  called  at  the 
P.  &  0.  office  to  see  if  they  wanted  a  dispenser  on  the 
boat.  The  clerk  did  not  think  so,  but  promised  to  send 
my  name  on  to  the  captain.  Five  days  out  at  sea  I  was 
called  to  the  doctor's  cabin  and  offered  the  work,  which  I 
promptly  accepted.  The  dispensary  was  a  sweet  little 
place  next  to  the  doctor's  cabin,  about  eight  feet  square, 
with  bottles  all  plainly  labelled  and  in  apple-pie  order. 
Every  bottle  fitted  into  a  nest  .of  its  own.  I  used  to  turn 
up  at  the  dispensary  about  ten  a.m.  and  read  any  book 
in  the  doctor's  cabin  until  lie  was  ready  for  me.  The 
dispensing  took  about .  two  hours  in  the  morning  and 
another  hour  early  in  the  evening.  It  was  a  new  and 
pleasant  experience,  and  the  dash  of  work  gave  spice  and 
zest  to  a  voyage  which  everybody  else  was  glad  to  see 
the  end  of. 

On  arrival  at  Adelaide  I  made  my  way  to  a  wholesale 
firm  to  which  I  had  previously  written.  (In  this  country 
you  apply  to  the  wholesalers  for  a  berth  or  for  an 
assistant.  There  is  no  such  convenience  as  a  C.  <£■  D. 
Supplement.)  They  informed  me  that  a  temporary  man 
was  wanted  at  the  Adelaide  Hospital.  I  made  my  way 
there;  my  Guy's  Hospital  testimonial  stood  me  in  good 
stead,  and  in  a  week  I-  was  at  work.  Hours  were  easy, 
pay  good,  quarters  comfortable,  and  food  excellent;  in 
fact,  I  had  the  time  of  my  life  there.  The  pay  was  £5 
a  week,  all  found,  including  laundry.  On  alternate  weeks 
there  would  be  three  night  clinics  (optional)  from  eight 
till  ten,  paid  extra  at  7s.  6d.  a  night.  I  was  able  to 
borrow  the  wreck  of  a  bicycle,  which  the  expenditure  of 
a  few  shillings  put  in  running  order.  When  my  time 
was  up  at  the  hospital  I  put  in  ahout  four  months  at  Ren- 
mark  as  assistant,  and  then  bought  a  very  neglected 
business. 

Long  Hours 

Now,  about  conditions  out  here.  First,  the  hours  are 
scandalous.  Every  other  shop  (except  the  fruiterers'  and 
refreshment  places)  closes  at  six,  nine  onFridays,  and 
one  on  Saturdays ;  and  in  every  other  State,  except  South 
Australia,  these  are  the  chemist's  hours  too.  But  in 
Adelaide  the  hours  are  from  8.30  in  the  morning  until 
9  at  night,  every  night  except  Friday,  when  it  is  10. 
They  close  on  Saturday  afternoon,  but  open  again  in  the 
evening;  and  are  open  on  Sunday  morning  and  evening. 
For  the  man  with  an  assistant  these  hours  may  be  all 
right,  but  it  is  killing  work  for  the  one  who  runs  a  shop 
single-handed,  whatever  he  makes  out  of  it.  An  assis- 
tant's hours  must  not,  by  law,  exceed  fifty  a  week,  and 
the  minimum  salary  for  a  qualified  man  is  £4  5s.  (I  am 
writing  from  memory,  but  I  believe  these  figures  are 
correct.) 

If  you  expect  to  find  a  lot  of  new,  interesting  ailments 
here,  you  will  be  mistaken.  The  complaints  are  much  the 
same  as  those  in  the  old  country,  coughs  and  colds  being 
especially  frequent,  and  the  same  good  old  drugs  are  used. 
Verv  few  doctors  do  their  own  dispensing,  which  accounts 
for  the  wicked  hours  we  have  to  keep.  And  reallv,  if  the 
public  are  to  be  served,  I  can  see  no  remerlv.  Take  my 
own  case.  When  I  bought  the  business  I  considered 
myself  lucky  to  get  the  one  local  doctor's  dispensing. 
And.  being-  the  only  chemist  for  fifteen  miles  at  least  in 
anv  direction,  I  made  up  my  mind  to  close  at  six,  along 
with  the  other  stores.    Mv  early  closing  lasted  a  week. 

The  town  in  which  I  have  settled  is  on  the  Murray 
river.  We  get  one  train  every  other  day,  arriving  about 
seven  in  the  evening  and  leaving  next  morning  at  eight. 


Nearly  always,  one  or  two  patients  will  come  by  this 
train  to  see  the  -doctor,  or  else  letters  to  him  will  come  by 
the  mail  in  the  train.  In  consequence  I  am  often  very 
busy  from  half -past  eight  till  ten  m  the  evening.  Again, 
when  a  man  motors  or  drives  in  from  twenty  miles  out- 
back (and  our  roads  are  mainly  rough  sandy  tracks) 
neither  doctor  nor  chemist  can  be  very  particular  as  to 
hours.  1  dare  not  leave  the  place  for  more  than  an  hour 
or  two.  Prices  are  fair — about  3s.  6d.  for  an  8oz.  mix- 
ture ;  but  drug  costs  are  high.  Ext.  ergotas  liq.  is  often 
ordered  in  a  mixture ;  the  list  price  here  is  3s.  9d.  per  oz. 
But  the  stores  are  the  curse" of  the  trade — I  don't  mean  the 
drug  stores,  but  the  general  stores.  Of  course,  these  open 
up  in  new  settlements  'that  cannot  possibly  support  a 
chemist,  and  their  customers  must  have  drugs.  Both  oui 
South  Australian  wholesale  houses  supply  them.  I  have 
before  me  two  lists  of  packed  lines  of  all  sorts — cough- 
mixtures,  liver-tonics,  horse  medicines,  everything  almost 
that  a  farmer  needs  It  is  not  a  question  of  price;  Hie 
stores  do  not  usually  cut,  but  they  will  give  the  farmer 
credit  "  until  after  harvest,"  besides  buying  his  eggs  and 
butter,  and  if  the  farmer  can  get  this  credit,  why  should 
he  pay  cash  to  the  chemist  for  the  same  article?  Poisons, 
too,  are  sold,  under  certain  restrictions.  Since  the  whole- 
salers packno  lines  specially  for  chemists,  most  chemists 
stock  Nyal's  goods.  As  regards  one's  own  specialities, 
everything  is  expensive,  advertising  difficult,  and  the  de- 
mand in  an  up-country  district  can  be  but  small.  Also, 
when  one  dispenses  for  a  doctor,  one  must  go  warily  in 
such  matters.  Most  up-country  chemists  have  to  run  side- 
lines— tobacco,  stationery,  jewellery,  toys,  etc. — and  it  is 
on  these  they  make  their  money.  I  have  heard  of  one 
who  sells  gramophones,  bicycles,  motor-cars — practically 
everything  except  boots  and  groceries — and  makes  over 
£1,000  a  year. 

A  Variable  Climate 
The  climate  is  as  changeable  as  in  England.  We  get  it 
very  hot  indeed  in  the  Murray  district,  and  this  year  we 
have  broken  our  record  by  2  degrees.  Try  to  imagine 
working  at  118  degrees  in  the  shade !  Vaseline  is  a 
liquid,  and  the  water  in  your  jug  for  dispensing  is  as  hot 
as  ?<  hot  bath.  The  shower-bath,  the  pipes  of  which  cross 
the  yard,  is  too  hot  to  stand  under.  One  drinks,  and 
drinks,  and  perspires.  After  perhaps  two  days  of  this 
heat  a  dust  storm  usually  comes  along — a  gale  from  the 
North,  hot  as  oleo-resin  of  capsicum,  and  carrying  half 
Australia  with  it  in  the  form  of  dust.  More  work  in  the 
shop — and  house.  This  is  usually  follow-ed  by  rain,  and 
a  sudden  drop  in  temperature,  30  to  40  degrees  in  a  few 
hours.  Then  delightful  weather,  gradually  getting  hotter 
again. 

When  I  landed  there  was  a  fair  demand  for  steady 
qualified  men.  Yet  the  total  population  is  so  small  that 
comparatively  few  chemists  coming  out  might  make  all 
the  difference.  To  the  man  with  a  few  hundred  pounds 
there  are  splendid  opportunities  up-country  for  starting 
profitable  businesses — not  of  necessity  in  the  drug  line. 
In  this  little  town,  for  instance,  we  badly  want  a  coffee 
palace  (anglice,  temperance  hotel),  an  ice  manufactory, 
and  one  or  two"  market  gardeners.  In  the  large  towns 
the  work  is  specialised,  and  only  an  expert  in  a  particular 
trade  gets  a  look-in.  But  up-country  people  cannot  be  so 
particular,  and  a  man  will  change  round  from  sheep-raising 
to  motor-car  repairs  (poor  motorists  !),  as  the  fit  strikes 
him,  or  as  his  wife  insists.  But,  on  the  whole,  out  here, 
it  is  the  farmers  and  fruit-growers  that  get  the  money. 
Houses  are  scarce  and  rents  verv  high.  On  the  voyage 
out  I  mentioned  to  a  retired  chemist  on  board  that  I 
was  a  good  amateur  carpenter.  He  strongly  advised  me 
to  drop  pills  and  go  in  for  building  wooden  houses,  as 
paying  much  better.  My  tools  have  been  most  useful  in 
improving  my  shop  fixtures.  Some  were  merely  chopped 
with  an  axe. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  two  practical  hints  which  I 
have  learnt  out  here  : 

(1)  When  you  have  filled  your  present  prescription 
book,  have  a  loose  index  for  the  next  one. 

(2)  You  are  perhaps  introducing  a  speciality,  say,  in 
a  new  business,  where  time  is  less  object  than  £  s.  d., 
and  you  would  like  just  ..a  few  labels  to  test  the  sale 
before  having  a  lot  printed.  Draw  the  label  out,  four 
to  eight  times  the  required  size,  on  white  card  or  paper, 
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with  Indian  ink.  Copy  on  a  slow,  backed  half-plate, 
using  plenty  of  bromide  and  double  pyro  in  the  developer, 
so  as  to  get  a  dense  black-and-white  result.  Two  to  four 
designs  can  be  copied  on  one  half-plate,  or  one  design 
can  be  copied  twice  over,  as  follows  : — Cut  a  sheet  of 
stout  brown  paper  the  exact  size  of  your  reversing  back, 
cut  in  half,  and  place  between  the  reversing  back  and  the 
camera,  so  as  to  shield  half  the  focussing  screen.  Focus 
your  image  on  the  half  of  the  screen  not  shielded,  and 
expose.  Now  take  out  the  brown  paper,  shield  with  it 
the  other  half  of  the  screen,  and  repeat  the  focussing, 
etc.,  on  the  part  visible.  Give,  of  course,  the  same  ex- 
posure to  the  other  half  of  the  plate.  Print  deeply  on 
ferroprussiate  paper,  and  with  care  you  get  deep  blue 
letters  on  a  white  or  pale  blue  ground.  And,  if  you  like 
your  attempt,  have  a  block  made  from  it. — F.  C.  (11/  4). 


Clary  Sa£e 

By  M.  Floriane 

There  are  comparatively  few  references  in  the  literature 
to  the  uses  of  Sweet  Clary  (Salvia  Sclarea,  Lin.),  since 
the  introduction  of  its  essential  oil  is  of  recent  date. 
Sweet  Clary  has  been  in  use  in  popular  medicine,  particu- 
larly among  the  peasants  in  France,  its  flowers  being 
regarded  as  a  tonic,  while  the  leaves  have  been  used  as 
local  applications  to  boils,  etc.  Sweet  Clary  has  been 
cultivated  in  the  Piedmont  in  Italy  since  1908,  the  pow- 
dered flowers  being  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  vari- 
ous brands  of  vermouth  associated  with  the  town  of 
Turin,  to  which  they  impart  the  peculiar  flavour  re- 
sembling that  of  muscatel  raisins.  It  is  this  aroma  which 
is  so  distinctive  in  the  case  of  certain  fruits,  and  which 
is  present  in  certain  oils  of  geranium,  but  which  is  absent 
in  geraniol,  and  which  i6  also  found  in  certain  high-grade 
tobaccos.  It  is  also'  characteristic  of  all  good  natural 
essential  oils,  and  is  absent  in  synthetic  products.  The 
first  attempts  at  cultivation  of  sweet  clary  in  France 
were  undertaken  in  19C9  by  M.  Gattefosse  and  Mus,  in 
the  Department  of  Vaucluse,  and  already  in  the  first  year 
the  essential  oil  obtained  from  this  plant  was  made  use 
of  by  a.  few  leading  Parisian  manufacturers  of  perfumes. 
During  the  following  years  the  cultivation  of  this  plant 
was  considerably  extended,  to  such  an  extent  that  the  pro- 
duction exceeded  the  demand,  and  the  price  realised  fell 
below  the  cost  of  production.  However,  in  spite  of  this 
initial  setback,  time  proved  that  the  innovators  were 
fully  justified  in  the  step  they  had  taken,  for  now  the 
essential  oil  of  sweet  clary  has  established  itself  as  an 
indispensable  ingredient  in  all  high-class  perfumes.  For 
the  present  the  use  of  this  essence  is  somewhat  restricted, 
since  it  is  known  only  to  a  select  few.  However,  as  soon 
as  an  increased  production  succeeds  in  reducing  its  pre- 
sent comparatively  high  price  it  will  find  an  even  more 
extensive  use  than  the  oils  of  neroli  and  of  rose,  particu- 
larly in  view  of  its  many  possible  applications,  including 
its  use  for  perfuming  soaps.  Its  use  can  certainly  never 
be  replaced  by  that  of  a  synthetic  product.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  mentioned  that  M.  Gattefosse  has  suc- 
ceeded in  producing  a  hybrid,  to  which  the  name  of 
Salvia  Turquestiana  has  been  given,  and  which  is  being 
grown  in- the  plantations  at  Fontescalieres,  near  Nimes. 
Although  this  variety  yields  less  essential  oil,  its  perfume 
has  a  slightly  high  musk  aroma.  The  present  high  price 
of  the  essential  oil  of  sweet  clary  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  this  year  from  1,000  to  1,100  kilograms  of  flowers 
were  required  to  obtain  one  kilogram  of  essential  oil. 
For  the  first  time  this  year  the  distillers  retained  a  por- 
tion of  the  distilled  water  of  sweet  clary,  which,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  use  for  aromatising  certain  wines,  is  now  find- 
ing an  extensive  use  in  the  manufacture  of  hisrh-elass 
eau  de  cologne.  Further,  the  essential  oil  of  sweet 
clary  has  been  found  to  be  the  sole  product  capable  of 
improving  the  odur  of  synthetic  musk. 


Purifying  water. — Chlorination  has  proved  exceed- 
ingly valuable,  according  to  the  annual  report  of  the  water 
examination  director  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board, 
in  rendering  possible  the  use  of  rivers  as  water  sources 
of  supply,  properly  chlorinated  water  not  being  injurious 
in  any  way  to  health. 


Practical  Notes  and  Formulas 

Exterminating  Lice  on  Poultry 

The  use  of  sodium  fluoride  for  exterminating  lice 
(mallophaga)  on  poultry  is  dealt  with  in  the  "  Bulletin 
of  the  West  Washington  Experimental  Station  "  (ix., 
No.  7).  For  the  clipping  method,  which  should  not  be 
carried  out  in  cold  weather,  a  lukewarm  solution  of  f  to 
1  oz.  of  solium  fluoride  in  1  gal.  (U.S.)  of  water  is 
employed.  The  fowls  should  not  be  allowed  to  drink 
the  solution.  The  dusting  method  consists  in  applying  a 
pinch  of  the  chemical  on  the  skin  and  feathers  in 
various  parts  of  the  body.  One  pound  of  powder  is 
sufficient  to  treat  about  100  fowls.  Sodium  fluoride  does  not 
destroy  lice  that  are  blood-suckers  (anoplura),  and  should 
not  be  used  against  lice  on  cattle  or  pigs. 

Destroying  Head-Lice 

Peters  ("  British  Medical  Journal,"  I.,  1922,  264)  re- 
commends sodium  taurocholate  solution  as  a  basis  for  a 
liquid  for  destroying  head-lice.  The  best  compound  was 
found  to  be  : 

Sodium  taurocholate    10  gms. 

01.  eucalypti   50  c.c. 

Water  \    to   1,0C0  c.c. 

Dissolve  the  bile  salt  completely  in  water,  add  the  eucalyptus 
oil,  and  shake  well. 

The  formula  yields  an  emulsion,  and  but  little  of  the 
oil  separates  after  several  days.  It  is  well  rubbed  into 
the  head  until  all  the  hair  is  wetted.  The  head  is  then 
wrapped  in  a  bathing-cap  or  towel  and  the  application 
left  on  all  night.  The  head  is  washed  with  soap  and 
water  next  morning,  and  a  fine-toothed  comb  used  daily 
for  a  fortnight,  notes  being  kept  of  any  lice  found.  In 
23  per  cent,  of  the  cases  no  lice  were  found  after  one 
application.  In  the  remainder  a  few  recently  hatched 
very  small  forms  were  discovered,  in  no  case  before  four 
days  after  the  first  application,  in  most  cases  not  until 
after  a  week,  and  in  a  few  not  until  the  tenth  day.  A 
second  application  on  this  reappearance  sterilised  63  per 
cent.,  while  14  per  cent,  required  a  third  application.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many 
instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the 
goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred  in 
garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many 
other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in 
bulk  quantities,

In  spite  of  the  disturbed  political  conditions  in  the  Near 
East,  a  slight  improvement  in  business  is  reported  in 
commercial  circles,  and  the  fact  that  the  various  Euro- 
pean exchanges  have  not  appreciably  fallen  lends  colour 
to  the  hope  that  the  situation,  although  critical,  may  be 
regarded  more  favourably  than  was  at  first  apparent  from 
the  bellicose  declaration  issued  by  the  Government. 
Among  the  changes  in  values  is  a  firmer  feeling  in 
Japanese  camphor  slabs ;  on  the  other  hand,  English 
flowers  are  cheaper.  Agar-agar  is  steady;  Cape  does 
continue  neglected  and  plentiful.  Antimony  is  steady, 
with  crude  dearer.  Balsam  peru  is  slightly  easier,  both 
on  the  spot  and  in  America;  cochineal  is  lower.  Menthil 
is  about  Is.  per  lb.  easier  on  the  spot.  Mercury  is  again 
higher  in  second-hands.  Dill,  fennel,  canary  and  lins?ed 
are  easier ;  cumin  and  caraway  seed  are  firmer.  Man- 
drake root  is  again  higher,  and  wahoo  bark  of  root  is 
very  scarce.

9d. ;  nitrate  cryst., 
7s.  2d.  ;  oxide,  14s.  3d.  ;  salicylate,  B.P.,  10s.  9d. ;  sub- 
chlor..  12s.  9d.  ;  and  subgallate,  9s.  9d.  per  lb.  net. 

Bromides. — For  some  weeks  this  market  has  been  on 
the  decline  after  a  spell  of  good  business.  The 
fall  in  prices  has  been  accentuated  by  a  flood  of 
cheap  offers  from  the  Continent.  Spot  stocks  are  still 
plentiful,  and,  with  the  demand  poor,  the  market  is 
naturally  still  weak ;  ammonium,  about  lOd.  per  lb. ; 
potassium,  crystals  and  granular,  about  8d.  ;  sodium, 
crystals  and  granular,  8d.  to  8^d.  It  is  reported  from 
Germany  that  the  makers  maintain  their  price  of  Is.  5d. 
per  kilo,  for  potash  bromide,  and  will  not  sell  below, 
also  that  the  Hamburg  market  is  bare  of  good  quality. 
.  Calcium  lactate  is  unchanged  on  a  steady  and  moder- 
ately active  market  at  2s.  2d.  to  2s.  3d.  per  lb. 

Chloral  hydrate  does  not  seem  likely  to  fall  much 
below  the  quoted  price  of  4s.  6d.  per  lb.  for  duty  paid. 

Citric  acid. — The  situation  on  spot  seems  rather  diffi- 
cult to  define.    Holders  continue  to  quote  at  about  the 


same  rates  as  last  week,  but,  with  business  decidedlj 
slow  and  stocks  on  hand  rather  considerable,  the  market 
remains  in  buyers'  favour ;  2s.  per  lb.  is  being  quoted. 

Cocaine. — Hydrochloride  is  selling  at  round  about  14s. 
per  oz.  from  agents'  hands. 

Coumarin  has  met  with  a  small  demand,  with  prices 
showing  rather  a  wide  range  at  from  10s.  9d.  up  to  12s. 
per  lb.  for  crystals. 

Creosote,  B.P.,  holds  fairly  steady  at  about  2s.  6d. 
to  2s.  9d.  per  lb.,  but  there  has  not  been  much  doing. 

Creosote  carbonate  continues  irregular  on  quotation, 
with  some  holders  asking  up  to  as  high  as  10s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Guaiacol  carbonate,  at  unchanged  rates,  is  steady  on 
a  quiet  market,  at  8s.  to  8s.  5d.  per  lb. 

Hexamine  is  now  offering  on  spot  as  low  as  2s.  9d.  to 
2s.  10d.,  according  to  packing,  and  a  fair  volume  of  busi- 
ness has  been  done.  The  market  is  affected  by  the  lower 
Continental  rates. 

Hydroquinone  remains  almost  idle,  with  quotations  un- 
changed at  3s.  9d.  per  lb. 

Mercurials. — English  makers  have  not  yet  intimated 
an  advance,  probably  on  account  of  the  small  demand  and 
the  fact  that  "  outside  "  lots  have  not  yet  been  absorbed. 
The  German  market  for  mercurials  is  very  firm,  and 
.there  is  no  competition  from  this  source. 

Methyl  salicylate  is  now  steady,  with  limited  business 
about ;  2s.  2d.  to  2s.  4d.  per  lb.  from  recognised  im- 
porters.. 

Methyl  sulphonal  is  seldom  asked  for,  and  quotations 
are  unchanged  at  15s.  per  lb.  on  a  weak  market. 

Milk  sugar. — Business  is  being  done  at  from  100s.  to 
105s.  per  cwt  for  Continental  according  to  buyer  and 
quantity. 

Paraformaldehyde  has  not  livened  up  at  all ;  spot 
material  offering  at  about  3s.  per  lb. 

Paraldehyde  remains  weak,  with  little  business  doing, 
although  the  price  has  been  reduced  to  about  Is.  3^d.  to 
Is.  5d.  per  lb. 

Phenacetin  shows  no  change  on  the  week,  with  the 
market  very  quiet;  5s.  per  lb.  is  quoted. 

Phenazone  seems  fairly  steady,  although  buyers  would 
not  have  to  pay  the  quoted  price  of  7s.  3d.  per  lb.  to 
obtain  supplies  on  spot. 

Potassium  permanganate,  B.P.,  has  been  in  fair  de- 
mand, with  importers  now  quoting  the  lower  price  of 
8gd.  per  lb.  and  slightly  less  for  good  quantities. 

Potassium  sulphoguaiacolate  remains  idle,  with  values 
quoted  nominally  at  8s.  per  lb. 

Quinine. — The  makers'  price  for  sulphate  in  bulk 
remains  unchanged  at  2s.  3d.  per  oz.  Japanese  make  is 
■again  offered  by  the  usual  agents  at  scheduled  prices, 
which  for  bottom  quantities  is  2s.  Id.  per  oz. 

Resorcin  is  nominal  at  6s.  to  7s.  per  lb. ;  in  some 
quarters  parcels  are  said  to  be  offering  at  much  cheaper 
rates. 

Salicylic  acid  is  a  good  market,  and  stands  firm  at 
Is.  4d.  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  for  B.P.  powder  or  crystals. 

Salol  is  firm  at  2s.  2d.,  and  the  better  tone  reported 
last  week  is  fully  maintained. 

Sodium  benzoatb  is  unchanged  on  the  week,  with  spot 
offers  at  Is.  6d.  per  lb. 

Sodium  diethylbarbiturate  has  been  reduced  to  about 
17s.  per  lb.,  but  that  figure  would  be  difficult  to  obtain. 

Sodium  salicylate  seems  to  have  settled  down  to  the 
cheaper  rates  that  were  being  quoted  in  some  quarters 
last  week;  powder  about  Is.  lOd.  to  Is.  lid.,  and  crystals 
about  Is.  lOd.  to  2s.  2d.  per  lb. 

Sulphonal  remains  neglected,  with  spot  quotations  at 
14s.   6d.  per  lb. 

Tannic  acid. — Leviss  holds  at  3s.  3d.  per  lb.,  with 
occasional  business  being  done. 

Tartaric  acid. — The  market  remains  weak  and  dull, 
with  business,  if  anything,  slightly  poorer.  Spot  is 
quoted  at  about  Is.  3d.  per  lb.,  with  a  possibility  of 
business  at  a  slightly  cheaper  rate. 

Thymol  is  quoted  at  from  about  18s.  6d.  up  to  22s.  per 
lb.  on  a  lifeless  market. 
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Industrial  Chemicals,  etc. 

London,  September  20. 

The  demand  for  industrial  chemicals  for  home  consump- 
tion certainly  seems  to  be  on  the  increase,  the  slight 
improvement  reported  during  the  past  few  weeks  being 
"well  maintained,  but  as  yet  it  seems  to  be  confined  to 
a  restricted  number  of  products.  In  these  lines  prices 
are  maintained  and  firm.  Export  business  remains  very 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  present  trouble  in  the  Near  East 
is  not  likely  to  improve  matters.  Acetone  and  arsenic 
are  very  firm  markets.  Acetic  acid  is  slightly  easier, 
but  in  good  demand.    Formaldehyde  is  easier. 

Acetic  acid  on  the  spot  continues  in  good  demand, 
and  dealers  of  imported  have  assisted  the  market  by 
reducing  the  price  a  point  further  in  buyers'  favour  : 
80  per  cent,  technical,  £39;  80  per  cent,  pure,  £44; 
98  per  cent,  glacial,  about  £65  per  ton,  in  drums,  ex 
wharf,  London. 

Acetone  on  the  spot  is  practically  cleared,  and  any 
on  hand  would  be  well  worth  about  £95  to  £100  per 
ton,  in  drums.  This  material  has  advanced  over  £20 
during  the  last  month. 

Alum  has  met  with  a  fair  demand  at  unchanged  rates  : 
home  trade,  £13  and  upwards ;  and  export,  about  £14 
per  ton. 

Ammonia  (anhydrous)  on  the  spot  is  slow  in  being 
taken  up,  and  some  holders  might  be  willing  to  shade 
their  quoted  rate  of  Is.  9d.  per  lb. 

Ammonium  sulphate.— -The  Federation  prices  for  home 
and  export  for  October-November  shipment  are  un- 
changed.   There  is  a  good  demand. 

Arsenic. — The  market  has  maintained  an  upward  ten- 
dency, regardless  of  the  limited  amount  of  business  done. 
The  position  is  chiefly  dominated  by  the  dearth  of 
supplies,  and  the  higher  terms  now  wanted  range  from 
about  £45  10s.  to  £47  per  ton,  delivered  London,  for 
white  Cornish  powder.  It  is  reported  that  there  has  been 
some  little  buying  for  America  lately,  which  has  accen- 
tuated the  rise,  although  home  consumers  are  very  reluc- 
tant buyers,  due  to  the  impression  that  the  market  is 
unduly  inflated. 

Barium  chloride  continues  steady  but  rather  dull  at 
about  £21  per  ton  for  98  to  100  per  cent,  material. 

Copper-sulphate. — The  general  export  demand  con- 
tinues limited,  but  makers'  terms  are  if  anything  some- 
what more  firmly  held,  there  being  evidence  of  less 
pressure  of  cheap  offers  on  the  part  of  Lancashire  makers, 
and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  business  can  be  done  at  any- 
thing below  £26  15s.  per  ton  f.o.b.,  less  5  per  cent,  for 
casks,  in  that  direction.  Some  of  the  larger  makers  in 
other  districts  are  still  asking  £27  10s.  In  London, 
spot  material  for  export  could  be  easily  obtained  at  about 
£26  per  ton.  The  exports  for  August  amounted  to  869 
tons,  against  181  tons  for  same  month  last  year,  the  total 
for  eight  months  being  37,248  tons,  thus  showing  an 
increase  of  well  over  13,000  tons  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year.  Decreased  Italian  competition  douttless 
largely  accounts  for  this  satisfactory  recovery  in  our 
export  trade. 

Cream  of  tartar  has  not  been  quite  so  active,  and  some 
spot  holders  might  be  inclined  to  accept  106s.  per  cwt., 
less  2^  per  cent.,  but  the  general  price  asked  is  unchanged 
at  108s.,  less  2Jr  per  cent.  Forward  quotations  stand  at 
100s.  net. 

Formaldehyde  is  again  a  shade  easier,  with  the  demand 
very  disappointing.    Spot  offers  at  £66  to  £67  per  ton. 

Epsom  salts  of  commercial  quality  remain  weak,  with 
ample  spot  supplies  and  small  demands  only  :  £6  5s.  per 
ton,  in  bags. 

Glauber's  salt  ought  to  be  obtainable  at  slightly  under 
the  quoted  price  of  £5  per  ton,  in  bags. 

Oxalic  acid  is  unaltered  and  in  fair  demand  at  7£d. 
per  lb. 

Potash  caustic  (88  to  92  per  cent.)  remains  dull,  with 
epot  in  the  region  of  £29  per  ton. 

Potassium  bichromate  is  as  last  quoted  on  a  dull 
market  at  6^d.  per  lb. 


Potassium  carbonate  (96  to  98  per  cent.)  is  steady  at 
the  unchanged  rate  of  32s.  6d.  per  cwt.  ;  90  to  92  per 
cent,  is  somewhat  easier  at  about  £27  10s.  per  ton. 

Potassium  chlorate  has  not  livened  up,  and  remains 
weak  at  the  quoted  price  of  4id.  per  lb. 

Potassium  prussiate  is  well  maintained  at  Is.  6d.  per 
lb.,  with  fair  business.  Red  is  worth  from  4s,  3d.  per 
lb.  upwards. 

Sal  ammoniac  is  a  poor  market,  with  importers  likely 
to  make  slight  reductions  before  long  :  dog-tooth  crystals, 
53s.  ;  medium-sized  crystals,  47s.  6d. ;  fine  white  crystals, 
32s. 

Saltcake  is  a  shade  easier  at  about  £4  5s.  per  ton, 
f.o.b. 

Soda  ash  (58  per  cent,  light  alkali)  on  the  spot  is 
meeting  with  no  better  demand.  London  price  remains 
at  about  £9  and  upwards,  and  Manchester  is  asking 
about  £8  5s. ;  makers  are  selling  to  domestic  consumers 
on  contract  at  £7  17s.  6d.  per  ton. 

Soda  crystals  from  British  makers  find  a  good  sale 
at  £5  12s.  6d.  per  ton  in  bags,  carriage  paid  to  destina- 
tion, for  home  trade  only.  Spot  parcels  are  at  about 
£5  15s.,  ex  store. 

Sodium  acetate  is  steadv  but  in  no  great  demand  at 
£23  10s.  to  £24  per  ton. 

Sodium  bicarbonate  from  British  makers  for  home 
trade  only  is  steady  at  £10  10s.  per  ton  in  bags,  carriage 
paid.    Spot  material  is  about  £10  15s.  per  ton. 

Sodium  chlorate  remains  weak  and  in  little  demand 
at  3jd.  per  lb.  on  spot. 

Sodium  hyposulphite. — The  spot  market  in  pea  crystals 
is  not  very  active,  with  sales  at  about  £17  10s.  to  £18 
per  ton,  British  makers  selling  photographic  at  about 
£18  and  commercial  at  about  £12  for  home  trade  only. 

Sodium  nitrate  remains  almost  unwanted,  with  offers 
weak  at  £13  5s.  per  ton. 

Sodium  prussiate  is  well  held  on  a  fairly  active  market 
at  about  ll^d.  per  lb. 

Sodium  sulphide  is  not  at  all  a  good  market  :  60  to 
62  per  cent,  solid,  £20  per  ton,  in  drums;  60  to  65  per 
cent,  concentrated,  in  casks,  £20  per  ton. 

Zinc  oxides  are  perhaps  a  shade  easier  this  week, 
with  British  makers  quoting  at  abcut  £42  10s.  for 
B.P.  and  £38  for  white  seal,  f.o.r.  works. 

Coal-tar  products,  etc. — Pitch  and  carbolic-acid  crys- 
tals continue  to  be  the  strong  features  of  this  market, 
with  other  materials  on  the  quiet  side.  Pitch  stands 
firm  and  brisk  at  92s.  6d.  per  ton.  Pure  Methyl  alcohol 
remains  dull,  with  quotations  unchanged  at  £65  per  ton, 
ex  wharf,  London.  Creosote  oil  is  fairly  steady  at 
about  6d.  per  gallon,  but  there  has  not  been  much 
business  about.  Carbolic  acid  crystals  have  advanced 
a  point  further  this  week,  and  are  now  quoted  on  a 
firm  market  at  6|d.  per  lb  ;  makers  are  well  sold  ahead. 
Pyridine  is  steady  but  rather  dull  at  5s.  9d.  per  gallon. 
Hexamethylene  is  only  in  very  small  request,  with  offers 
unchanged  at  2s.  lOd.  per  gallon.  Naphthalene  is  quiet 
and  at  unaltered  rates  of  £17  per-  ton  :  Crude,  £4  to  £7: 
crystals,  £15;  powder,  £16;  balls,  £24;  candles,  £34; 
tablets,  £34  per  ton,  packages  free. 

Fixed  Oils,  etc. 

The  slackness  of  business  has  been  more  marked  than 
ever  in  this  market  during  the  past  week,  and  practically 
every  product  has  had  a  very  quiet  period.  Soya  bean 
oil  has  slumped  badly,  while  palm  oil  is  steadier.  Tur- 
pentine is  well  maintained  at  high  rates,  but  closes 
inactive.  Acid  oils  have  been  extremely  slack,  and  lower 
prices  are  quoted  once  more ;  coconut,  34s.  ;  palm-kernel, 
34s.  ;  groundnut  is  much  easier  at  34s.  Castor  oil  :  A  re- 
duction in  prices  was  made  last  week-end  to  the  following 
rates  :  Pharmaceutical,  55s.  ;  first  pressings,  50s.  ;  second 
pressings,  48s.,  in  not  less  than  one-ton  lots.  Coco- 
nut oil  :  A  quiet  tone  prevails,  with  quoted  rates  much 
about  the  same ;  deodorised,  47s. ;  Ceylon,  38s.  6d.  ; 
Cochin,  easier  at  43s.  Cottonseed  oil  :  A  much  steadier 
tone  is  reported  in  this  market  after  the  recent  slump  in 
prices.    Deodorised  is  a  shade  cheaper  at  45s. ;  common

crude  is  unchanged  at  35s.  Groundnut  oil  :  A  very  quiet 
week  of  business  is  recorded ;  deodorised,  54s.  ;  crude 
Oriental,  49s.  Linseed  oil  :  During  the  past  week  the 
market  has  been  unsteady,  and  j.  rices  have  been  irregular. 
At  the  close  slightly  higher  rates  were  being  quoted  on 
the  week;  raw,  naked,  on  spot,  35s.  paid;  September, 
33s.  6d.  to  33s.  3d.  ;  September-December,  32s.  lOd.  ; 
January-April,  31s.  6d.  ;  Hull,  on  spot,  35s.  ;  September- 
December,  -  34s.  3d.;  January- April,  31s.  Business  has 
been  a  little  better.  Considerable  uncertainty  is  felt 
regarding  the  position  of  seed,  chiefly  due  to  fears  that 
the  River  Plate  surplus  has  been  much  under-estimated 
officially.  Private  estimates  vary  from  about  150,000 
tons  to'  over  a  quarter  million  tons.  While  it  is  argued 
by  dealers  that  Eiver  Plate  seed  is  cheap  enough  at 
around  £16  10s.  per  ton,  crushers  are  buying  very  spas- 
modically, the  Continental" demand  being  also  slow.  Our 
exports  of  linseed  oil  during  August  were  3,597  tons, 
against  5,835  tons  same  month  last  year,  but  the  aggre- 
gate for  the  eight  months  at  50,693  tons  makes  an  excel- 
lent showing  compared  with  30,755  tons  for  the  same 
period  in  1921.  Palm-kernel  oil  :  Business  has  been  un- 
usually slow,  and  prices  are  again  somewhat  easier,  with 
crude  down  to  36s.  and  deodorised  at  45s.  Palm  oil  : 
This  market  is  slightly  firmer  on  spot  and  forward. 
Softs  have  partly  recovered  from  their  recent  depression ; 
Lagos,  32s. ;  softs,  31s. ;  hards,  31s.  6d.  Rape  oil  :  At 
unchanged  rates,  this  market  has  been  quite  neglected ; 
refined,,  47s.  ;"  crude,  43s.  Soya  bean  oil:  A  sharp  and 
considerable  fall  in  prides  has  taken  place,  and  a  de- 
cidedly weak  tone  marked  the  close;  deodorised,  42s.; 
crude  Oriental,  33s.  6d.  Turpentine  :  There  was  a  re- 
newed rather  sharp  advance  lately,  the  market  having 
assumed  quite  a  firm  appearance,  due  to  a  somewhat  more 
pressing  home  trade  demand  and  much  better  deliveries. 
The  August  imports  were  1,719  tons,  making  a  total  of 
11,883  tons  for  eight  months,  as  against  8,853  tons  same 
period,  in  1921.  On  spot  market  closed  at  99s.  9d.  ; 
September,  99s.  9d.  ;  and  October  at  98s.  9d,  Total 
visible  stocks  are  down  to  about  12,350  barrels,  compared 
with  14,550  at  the  same  time  last  year,  when  the  spot 
price  was  66s.  9d. 

German  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets 

The  market  report,  dated  September  15,  of  a  leading  Ham- 
burg wholesale  drug  house  mentions^  in  its  introductory 
remarks  that  the  fallacy  that  a  depreciated  currency  would 
mean  a  permanent  advantage  is  now  giving  way  to  the 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  it  means  a  costly  disappointment. 
The  number  of  unemployed  is  now  increasing',  and  short  time 
merely  serves  to  give  an  impression  of  activity.  The  follow- 
ing quotations  are  in  marks,  per  kilo  :  — 

Acbtanilide  is  quoted  m.  550,  for  export  m.  650. 

Acetylsalicylic  acid. — Manufacturers  have  advanced  their 
prices.  Offered  at  m.  1,200,  and  for  export  at  the  exception- 
ally favourable  price  of  m.  1,600. 

Agar  agar. — The  demand  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 
Kobe  No.  1  is  offered  at  m.  3,600;  Kobe  No.  2  at  m.  2,700. 

Balsam  peru. — Genuine  original  is  quoted  at  $4  per  kilo. 

Benzaldehyde  (almost  free  from  chlorine,  for  foodstuffs) 
is  very  firm  at  m.  500. 
Benzoic  acid  and  Sodium  benzoate. — M.  500  for  Germany. 

Citric  acid. — Owing  to  the  fall  in  the  exchange  has 
declined  to  m.  1,550  ;  for  export  to  m.  1,500. 

Coumarin. — The  price  has  declined  slightly  in  consequence 
of  the  better  rate  of  exchange.  The  present  price  is  m.  4,500, 
while  for  export  it  is  quoted  at  the  rate  of  9  Dutch  florins 
per  kilo,  at  which  figure  it  might  be  possible  to  supply. 

Cream  of  tartar  (98/100  per  cent.). — The  price  has  been 
considerably  advanced  by  manufacturers.  Offered  cheap  at 
m.  525  for  home. 

Ergot. — Large  transactions  have  taken  place,  and  German 
and  Hungarian  ergot  is  being  chiefly  purchased  by  foreign 
buyers  at  m.  1,500;  for  export,  m.  1,600. 

Eucalyptus  oil  is  now  in  demand  in  consequence  of  the 
approach  of  the  season ;  globulus  is  quoted  m.  800  and 
Australian  m.  700. 

Fennel  (German)  is  unobtainable ;  Levantine  has  recently 
been  purchased  in  large  amounts  for  export  at  m.  425. 

Gentian.— Whole  m.  210,  and  cut  m.  275. 


Glycerin  is  now  very  scarce,  and  it  is  scarcely  possible 
to  meet  the  increased  demand.  Offered  at  m.  500;  for 
export  offered  from  stock  at  m.  550,  inclusive  of  12g  kg.  tins. 

Lycopodiitm  (genuine)  has  advanced  considerably,  and  it  is 
-now  quoted  m.  2,000. 

Milk  sugar. — Higher  milk  prices  and  small  supplies  of 
crude  milk  sugar  have  caused  the  price  to  advance. 

Phenacetin  has  been  principally  bought  for  export,  and 
now  fetches  m.  2,800 ;   for  export,  m.  3,000. 

Phenolphthalein  has  been  in  brisk  demand  at  m.  1,500 ;  for 
export,  m.  1.600. 

Potassium  metabisulphite  for  export  is  cheap  at  the  rate 
of  French  francs  1.60. 

Potassium  sulphoguaiacolate  has  been  in  demand,  and 
now  fetches  m.  2,800;  for  export,  m.  2,900. 

Pyramidon. — Stocks  are  diminishing  at  m.  6,250  ;  for  ex- 
port, m.  9,000. 

Salicylic  acid. — Manufacturers  have  advanced  their  prices. 
For  export  large  transactions  have  taken  place,  and  it  is 
advisable  to  purchase  at  the  figure  of  m.  900. 

Sandalwood  oil  is  in  considerable  demand  at  m.  21,000  for 
East  Indian,  and  m.  5,300  for  West  Indian,  while  stocks 
are  low. 

Santonin  continues  to  be  scarce,  and  sales  of  a  kilo  have 
become  rare,  buyers  having  to  be  content  with  purchases  of 
grams. 

Saponin  (purified). — In  consequence  of  the  higher  quota- 
tions for  quillaia  the  price  has  advanced  considerably  to 
m.  1,350. 

Tartaric  acid. — Owing  to  the  appreciation  in  the  value  of 
the  mark  the  price  has  declined  to  m.  875,  for  crystals  and 
powder,  and  for  export  to  m.  1,000. 

Vanillin. — In  spite  of  the  enormous  increases  in  price 
the  demand  continues  to  remain  satisfactory ;  present  price, 
m.  16,000. 

United  States  Chemical  Industry  Protected 

The  Bursum  Amendment  has  just  been  passed,  which 
fixes  the  duty  on  imported  dyes  and  organic  synthetic 
chemicals  on  the  basis  of  American  valuation,  and  at  a 
rate  which  it  appears  will  offset  the  difference  between 
U.S.  money  and  the  depreciated  currency  of  European 
nations,  particularly  Germany.  The  influence  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  and  the  American  Chemi- 
cal Society  has  been  brought  to  bear  upon  Congress,  which 
has  seen  its  way  to  afford  the  dye  and  chemical  industry 
of  the  United  States,  what  is  hoped  will  be  ample  pro- 
tection through  the  Tariff  Amendment. 

German  Reparation  Dyestuffs 

In  our  issue  of  September  9  (p.  374)  we  intimated  that 
the  Central  Importing  Agency,  which  has  acted  as  selling 
agents  for  the  British  Government  in  connection  with 
the  disposal  of  German  reparation,  dyes,  was  closed 
down  on  August  31,  and  that  the  British  Dyestuffs  Cor- 
poration have  been  appointed  in  a  similar  capacity.  The 
Board  of  Trade  has  issued  no  official  statement  on  the 
matter,  but  inquiries  made  at  that  source  by  "  The 
Times  "  indicate  that  it  is  purely  a  transfer  of  agency 
to  the  -British  Dyestuffs  Corporation,  which  will  run  the 
business  as  a  separate  department.  The  Board  of  Trade 
approached  the  corporation  on  the  subject,  and  almost 
concurrently  proposals  with  the  same  object  were  made 
to  the  corporation  by  important  members  of  the  consum- 
ing trades.  Under  the  Reparation  Treaty  Great  Britain 
has  the  right  to  call  for  8  per  cent,  of  the  total  production 
of  German  dyestuffs.  Hitherto  nothing  like  this  per- 
centage has  been  claimed.  Under  the  new  arrangement 
much  greater  facilities,  it  is  said,  will  be  given  to  the 
British  consumer,  who  will  not  be  required  to  pay  cash 
against  his  delivery  order  or  to  arrange  for  his  own  trans- 
port. We  have  excellent  authority  (says  "  The  Times  ") 
for  stating  that  in  future  the  right  to  obtain  special 
dyes  under  the  Reparation  Treaty  will  be  made  much 
greater  use  of  by  the  British  Dyestuffs  Corporation, 
which  will  fill  the  requirements  of  consumers  from 
supplies  of  dyes  obtained  as  reparation,  instead  of  placing 
orders  direct  with  German  manufacturers,  on  which, 
at  to-day's  rates  of  exchange,  the  latter  have  made  ex- 
cessive profits.

A  Convert  to  Homoeopathy

humdrum,  practical  people,  like  myself,  may  well  be 
pardoned  not  believing  in  it."  We  sent  him  Hughes' 
"  Principles  and  Practice  of  Homoeopathy,"  asked  him 
to  read  it  carefully  and  impartially,  then  put  the  medi- 
cines to  the  test  accordingly.  He  sent  for  a  small  selec- 
tion of  medicines  and  tried  them,  with  very  satisfactory 
results,  thereupon  sending  for  a  considerably  larger 
assortment.  Reading  between  the  lines  of  this  doctor's 
letters,  the  following  verses  of  Longfellow  quickly  leapt 
to  mind  : 

In  the  world's  broad  field  of  battle, 

In  the  bivouac  of  life, 
Be  not  like  dumb  driven  cattle, 

Be  a  hero  in  the  strife. 

Trust  no  future  howe'er  pleasant, 
Let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead, 

Act — act  in  the  living  present, 
Heart  within  and  God  o'erhead. 

We  sent  him  this  further  consignment  of  carefully  selected 
medicines  of  various  dilutions,  and  in  a  subsequent  letter 
he  wrote  :  "  My  results  so  far  are  satisfactory  in  a  very 
large  degree,  and  my  failures  are  probably  due  to  my 
own  insufficient  knowledge."  Then  he  orders  a  still 
larger  assortment  of  medicines,  as  he  is  convinced  of  the 
soundness  of  the  system.  To  all  doubters  and  those 
not  afraid  to  contravene  the  canons  of  orthodoxy  we 
would  say,  "  Go  and  do  likewise." — Yours  faithfully, 
Brondesbury,  N.W.  6  Leath  &  Ross. 

Indoor  Assistants 

Sir. — Xrayser  II. 's  amusing  anecdote  of  the  employer 
who  considered  it  impertinent  to  ask  his  hours  of  busi- 
ness reminds  me  of  a  man  I  once  worked  for  at  a  pro- 
minent health  resort.  I  had  obtained  the  berth  by  letter, 
subject  to  approval  on  my  arrival,  and  in  the  letter  the 
hours  of  duty  had  been  stated  to  be  from  8.30  to  8,  with 
the  usual  meal  times.  But,  as  the  business  was  practically 
all  dispensing,  I  soon  found  that  the  evening  hour  'was 
extremely  elastic,  and  in  busy  times  meant  anything  after 
9  o'clock ;  in  fact,  until  there  was  no  more  work  to  be 
done.  Eventually,  however.  I  arrived,  after  an  unusually 
long  evening,  ten  minutes  late  one  morning,  for  the  first 
and  only  time  during  the  period  I  worked  there.  Direct- 
ing my  attention  to  the  clock,  my  employer  asked  me  if 
I  could  tell  the  time,  and  the  arswer  being  in  the  affirma- 
tive, I  was  treated  to  quite  another  ten  minutes'  lecture 
on  punctuality,  half-past  eight  not  being  twenty  to 
nine,  and  similar  pithy  remarks,  all  of  which  I  listened 
to  in  respectful  silence  until  he  had  finished.  I  then 
apologised  for  my  error,  and  quietly  asked  if  his  obser- 
vations held  good  for  leaving  as  well  as  arriving.  I  have 
never  seen  a  more  curious  mixture  of  anger  and  astonish- 
ment on  any  man's  face;  he  never  said  another  word,  but 
walked  indoors.  However,  I  was  never  forgiven  for  my 
question,  and,  although  not  openly  antagonistic,  he  was 
not  comfortable  with  me  afterwards,  and  eventually  I 
decided  I  should  be  happier  elsewhere. — Yours  truly, 

Punctual  (16/9). 

Prescribing  "  Dangerous  Drugs  " 

Sir, — The  table  of  frequency  of  prescribing  "  dangerous 
drugs  "  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Central  Checking 
Bureau  for  Scotland  {G.  <£•  D.,  September  16,  p.  410),  does 
not  definitely  state  that  the  transactions  enumerated  re- 
quired to  be  shown  on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Register,  but 


the  words  "  as  defined  under  the  Regulations  "  seem  tc 
imply  that  these  scripts  contained  the  drugs  in  the  quan- 
tity required  to  bring  them  under  the  Act.  But  in  the 
case  of  some  of  the  preparations,  such  as  tr.  camph.  co., 
we  know  that  this  is  outside  the  limit,  so  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  a  true  perspective;  but  the  table  serves  to 
throw  into  great  prominence  the  cumbrous  methods  in- 
volved for  such  small  items,  which,  being  dispensed  by 
pharmacists,  might  well  have  been  left  to  the  safeguards 
afforded  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  number  of  scripts 
for  opium,  or  its  preparation,  was  13,584,  showing  an 
average  of  nearly  six  grains  per  script — surely  a  case  for 
the  old  adage,  de  minimis  non  curat  lex.  For  the  whole 
of  the  insured  persons  in  Scotland  the  amount  of  opium 
used  for  all  preparations  came  to  about  llg  lbs.,  whilst 
the  cocaine  consumption  was  just  over  2  ozs.,  or  three 
grains  per  script.  In  view  of  these  figures  it  would  be 
interesting  to  know  the  quantity  disposed  of  by  dope 
traffickers,  for  whose  delinquencies  the  pharmacist  is 
penalised. — Yours  faithfully,

Cutting  of  Proprietaries

precludes  selling  below  the  protected  price  on  special 
occasions,  such,  for  example,  as  the  Food  Exhibition  at 
Olympia.  "  for  the  period  of  the  exhibition  enly  '"!  If 
not,  as  it  is  a  good  advertising  idea,  I  shall  seriously  con- 
sider "  featuring  "  it  during  our  annual  shopping  week, 
as  a  special  offer  for  the  period  of  one  week  only;  done 
in  this  way,  I  shall  not  be  violating  the  minimum  retail 
price. — Yours,  etc.,  .  Further  West  (19/9). 


Legal  Queries 

Tooth-drop?  (18/9). — In  our  opinion  the  combined  effect 
■of  the  wording  on  the  show-card  and  label  would  be  to 
make  the  toQtb-ache  cure  subject  to  medicine  stamp 
duty. 

E.  I.  W.  (9/9). — If  you  iemove  the  name  in  the  pos- 
sessive case  before  the  titles  of  the  medicines  you  refer 
to,  and  give  on  the  label  a  reference  to  the  published 
formula,  the  articles  will  be  "known,  admitted  and 
approved  "  remedies,  and  will  not  be  liable  to  medicine 
stamp  duty.  The  toilet  cream  is  not  liable  to  duty  as 
at  present  labelled. 

Pondus  (8/9). — In  the  case  of  a  contract  for  a  specified 
weight  of  cotton-wool,  with  paper  wrapping,  is  it  legal 
to  include  in  that  weight  the  paper  wrapping,  or  must 
the  quantity  supplied  be  the  net  weight  of  the  cotton- 
wool? [So  far  as  we  are  aware,  there  has  been  no  legal 
decision  upon  this  point,  and  in  the  event  of  the  question 
coming  into  Court  the  determining  factor  would  prob- 
ably be  the  usage  of  the  trade.  Our  own  view  is  that 
in  the  case  of  cotton-wool  supplied  with  paper  wrapping 
the  weight  would  be  inclusive  of  the  paper,  unless  the 
contract  specified  a  net  weight  of  cotton-wool.] 

Bed  Lavender  (13/9)  is  about  to  take  an  apprentice. 
As  it  is  possible  that  he  may  be  selling  his  business 
during  the  term  of  the  indentures  he  asks  us  to  suggest 
the  wording  of  a  clause  whereby,  in  that  event,  he 
will  be  relieved  from  all  responsibility  and  the  appren- 
tice will  not  be  bound  to  remain  with  the  purchaser  of 
the  business.  [In  our  view  it  is  inadvisable  for  "  Red 
Lavender  "  to  take  an  apprentice  if  he  contemplates 
retiring  from  business.  We  consider  that  a  clause  such 
as  that  proposed  would  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
apprentice,  and  consequently,  if  the  apprentice  is  an 
infant,  would  not  be  binding  on  him.] 

L.  W.  M.  (12/9),  when  taking  a  post  as  assistant  before 
the  war,  signed  an  agreement  that  he  would  not,  after 
leaving  his  employer's  service,  engage  in  business  on  his 
own  account,  or  accept  a  position  as  assistant  within  a 
radius  of  half  a  mile  from  his  employer's  principal  shop 
during  a  period  of  vsix  months.  When  "  L.  W.  M."  re- 
turned from  military  service  he  was   restored  to  his  old 
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position  and  no  fresh  agreement  was  entered  into. 
'*  Li.  W.  M."  now  wishes  to  start  in  business  on  his  owji 
account  within  the  half-mile  radius.  Is  he  at-  liberty  to 
do  so  ?  [In  our  opinion  the  agreement  is  still  operative,  in 
spite  of  "  L.  W.  M.'s  "  absence  on  military  service.  We 
consider  also  that  the  restriction  imposed  is  a  reasonable 
one  and  could  be  enforced  by  the  employer  by  means  of  an 
action  for  an  injunction  and  damages.] 

IT".  /.  C.  (14/9)  arranged  with  an  assistant  who  had 
been  in  their  service  for  twelve  months  that  he  should 
have  a  fortnight's  holiday.  The  assistant  gave  notice 
terminating  his  contract  of  service  and  left  "  W.  J.  C.'s  "• 
employ  on  the  date  when  his  holiday  should  have  com- 
menced, which  was  also  the  date  when  his  notice  expired. 
The  assistant  now  demands  a  fortnight's  wages  in  respect 
of  the  peri-^1  of  his  holiday ;  what  is  the  trade  custom 
in  such  circumstances?  [So  far  as  we  are  aware,  there 
is  no  recognised  trade  custom  bearing  upon  the  point  in 
question.  We  are  of  opinion  that,  subject  to  any  special 
terms  in  the  contract  of  service,  the  assistant  has  forfeited 
his  right  to  the  holiday.  Having  left  <;  W.  J.  C.'s  " 
employ  of  his  own  accord,  the  assistant  has,  we  consider, 
no  further  claim  in  respect  of  the  holiday.] 

"  Bolsover  "  (12/9)  took  over  a  business,  with  a  com- 
bined shop  and  dwelling-house,  about  two  years  ago.  He 
let  the  residential  part  of  the  building  to  a  tenant  upon  a 
-monthly  tenancy,  upon  condition  that  the  tenant  would 
allow  the  manager  of  the  shop  to  reside  with  him  and 
would  give  the  assistants  access  to  the  lavatory  in  the 
house.  Owing  to  the  tenant's  manner  the  manager  and 
assistants  have  been  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  offered.  ';  Bolsover  "  has  now  sold  the  business 
and  the  purchaser  wants  possession  of  the  house.  Can  the 
tenant  be  evicted.  [Assuming  that  the  rent  of  the  house  is 
such  as  to  give  the  tenant  the  protection  of  the  Increase 
of  Rent  Act.  1920,  there  is  little  hope  of  evicting  him 
unless  it  is  possible  to  satisfy  the  Court  that  the  tenant 
has  not  fulfilled  his  obligation  to  accommodate  the  shop 
staff.  If  the  Act  is  not  renewed,  when  it  expires  on 
June  24  next,  it  will  then  be  competent  for  the  purchaser 
to  obtain  possession  of  the  premises.]

R.  V.  S.  (7/9). — The  general  practice  in  making  lin. 
saponis  meth.  is  to  make  up  the  final  bulk  with  methyl- 
ated spirit.  No  deduction  is  made  for  the  proportion  of 
water  in  the  formula,  as  it  is  probable  that  the  loss, 
being  chiefly  through  evaporation,  does  not  alter  the 
amount  of  'water. 

_  IF.  R.  -{9/9). — Contrexevtlle  water. — Martindale 
(i:  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  ")  gives  the  following  analysis 
of  Contrexeville  water  (Pavilion),  the  ingredients  being 
expressed  in  grains  per  pint  :  Calcium  carbonate  3^, 
magnesium  carbonate  \,  calcium  sulphate  13},  sodium 
sulphate  2,  magnesium  sulphate  -g.  carbonic-acid  gas  f, 
and  traces  of  arsenic,  chlorides  and  fluorides. 

W.  E.  IT.  (24/8). — Analysis  of  soils  and  fzetilisebs. 
— The  following  are  useful  books  on  the  subject  :  Addy- 
man's  "Agricultural  Analysis"  (Longmans,  Green,  6s.); 
Russell's  "  Soil  Conditions  and  Plant  Growth  "  (Long- 
mans, Green).  Hall's  "  The  Soil  "  (Murray)  has  a 
chapter  on  the  chemical  analysis  of  soils. 

G.  TT.  B.  (30  8). — Universal  liniment. — A  formula 
for  universal  liniment  was  published  in  the  C.  <L-  D.,  I., 
1922.  p.  75.  The  cost  and  selling  prices  are  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List, 

Rex  (11/9). — Gummed  paper. — The  gummed  paper  tape 
used  for  fastening  packages  is  made  from  Manila  or 
other  paper  of  strong  texture.  The  gum,  which  is  applied 
evenly  to  the  surface  and  then  allowed  to  dry  slowly, 
is  made  by  dissolving  gum  acacia  1  lb.  in  distilled  water 
40  oz.  and  adding  glycerin  4  oz.  On  large-scale  manu- 
facture-a  preservative  such  as  formalin  is  sometimes 
added,  and  some  liquids  contain  other  ingredients  such 
as  dextrin,  gjucose,  glue  and  isinglass. 


.  W.  J.  C.  (12/9).— Worms  ox  lawns.— We    have  no 
,  record  of  the  correct  proportions    of  the  mixture  of 
mustard  bran  and  dried  blood  that  is  used  for  this. 

•/.  C.  (18,9). — Restoring  old  coins. — The  following 
summarises  the  methods  used  at  the  British  Museum  for 
restoring  coins  : 

For  Silver  Coins : — 

(a)  Formic  acid  (used  hot)  from  5  to  25  per  cent.,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  the  incrustation. 

(b)  Solution  of  ammonium  sulphite  and  ammonia  con- 
taining a  little  cuprous  sulphite  or  a  solution  of 
sodium  sulpliite  to  which  coppei  sulphate  in  small 
quantity  is  added,  and  then  sufficient  ammonia  to 
give  a  clear  dark-biue  solution. 

(c)  Solution  of  ammonia  and  ammonium  formate  made 
by  adding  to  diluted  formic  acid  enough  ammonia  to 
make  the  liquid  smell  distinctly  of  ammonia. 

(d)  Zinc  dust  moistened  with  very  dilute  sulphuric  acid 
and  kept  moving,  using  a  tuft  of  cotton  wool. 

For  Coins  of  Copper  and  Copper  Alloys: — 
(a)  Dilute  ammonia  solution. 

lb)  Ammonium  chloride,  either  alone  or  with  the  addi- 
tion of  stannous  chloride  and  a  little  hydrochloric 
acid,      a  safe  and  reliable  reagent." 

(c)  Alkaline  solution  of  Rochelle  salt  such  as  used  in 
-  Fehling's  test  for  sugar. 

(d)  Formic  and  acetic  acid,  either  alone  or  when  used 
with  zinc  dust  and  vigorous  rubbing. 

Before  treatment  soak  the  objects  for  a  night  in  solution 
of  sodium  sesquicarbonate  and  carefully  wash.  After 
treatment  wash  with  water  and  dry  at  a  gentle  heat. 

•/.  D.  (30,  8). — Influenza  mixture. — The  following  is 
the  formula,  incorrectly  printed  in  last  week's  issue,  for 
which  you  inquire  :

N.  D.  D.  (14,  9).— BlSMTTH  PASTE  USED  IN  THE  treat- 
ment of  piles. — This  is  probably  Beck's  Paste,  employed 
for  diagnosing  sinuses  and  fistulas.  It  consists  of  bismuth 
subnitrate  1,  soft  paraffin  2.  The  dressing  known  as 
"B.I. P. P."  may  also  be  intended.  This  consists  of 
bismuth  subnitrate  1,  iodoform  2,  liquid  paraffin  1,  or 
sufficient  to  make  a  thick  paste.

Pharmaceutical  Lectureships 

Mr.  -John  Abraham,  Liverpool,  writes :  A  copy  of  youc 
"  Suggestions  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  "  on  the  ques- 
tion of  provincial  education  having  been  sent  to  me,  I  be£ 
to  say  that  it  accords  more  nearly  with  my  opinions  than 
any  other  which  I  remember  to  have  seen.  I  have  re- 
peatedly expressed  my  opinion  that  almost  the  only  way  in 
which  the  Council  of  the  Society  could  assist  was  by  pro 
rr.oting  arrangements  betwen  pupils  and  teachers.  It  is  not 
the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  provide  the  ex- 
penses needful  for  educating  the  rising  generation  of 
chemists.  If  it  were,  the  question  would  not  be  whether 
their  surplus  income  was  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  but  how 
natch  they  should  be  taxed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 
The  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  not  expected  to 
pay  for  the  teaching  of  the  rising  generation  of  doctors. 
Still  less  is  it  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  pay  for  the  education  of  the  apprentices  in  a  few 
of  the  large  towns.  But  whenever  persons  are  willing  to 
pay  for  education,  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  may  well 
lend-  their  aid  to  organise  it.  The  difficulty,  so  far  as  my 
personal  observation  extends,  has  not  been  to  find  teachers, 
but  to  find  pupils.  And  this  not  because  of  high  fees ;  on 
the  contrary,  the  fees  have  been  ridiculously  small,  and  the 
teachers  have  been  of  undoubted  ability.  I  suppose  the 
necessity  has  not  yet  been  felt ;  when  it  is,  I  am  sure  that,  as 
far  as  Liverpool  is  concerned,  no  pecuniary  help  is  wanted 
fiom  the  Society.  Supposing  that  the  large  towns  were 
helped  to  .form  schools — say  that  in  Liverpool,  Manchester, 
Pieston,  Bolton,  and  Blackburn  schools  were  sustained  by 
the  aid  of  the  Society,  how  would  the  members  in  Ormskirk, 
in  Prescot.  in  St.  Helens,  in  Warrington,  and  in  a  host  of 
smaller  places  like  these  pay  for  them  ?
